His proclamation 
received the cordial approval and s;ip|N>rt of every patriotic 
American.

His close analytical kciowle'lge 
of living facts is made patent. He deals with realities not 
illusions. His language is terse and simple but luminous in 
every part, while his words glow with purity of purpose, the 
highest rectitude, the keenest intelligence, the 1110R unselfish 
earnestness and the strongest detenu inai ion. 

Every A men ran will at least admire the strength of this 
remarkable letter even though he entertain adverse views. It is 
not the letter of a narrow parti ran. It is a truly (patriotic com- 
munication from an American President to the American jxrople. 
Broad and lofty patriotism inspired the brain that conceived it, 
ami its sincerity of motive and purpose should appeal to whatever 
is best and most worthy of honor in the breast of the American 
citizen. It will be hard for those who carefully read the President s 
letter of acceptance to believe that the Government will not 
always be safe in the hand) of President Harrison. c 
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THE NATIONAL BANKING SYSTEM. 

T he Democratic orators declare that the redemption of the 
public debt will soon make it necessary to find a sub- 
stitute for the national banking system, and this is what the 
platform of that party provides in demanding the re]>eal of the 
tax on State hanks. Before the war, banks were chartered by 
every State legislature and were given authority to issue notes. 
These State bank notes were not, as national bank notes arc, 
secured by ample anil absolutely sure collateral. They were 
merely so many promises to pay, depending for their value upon 
the ability of the bank issuing them to make them good. If 
the bank of issue failed, the noteholder received only a jxrr- 
centage of what was due him or perhaps lost all, and failures in- 
volving these consequences were in those days unpleasantly fre- 
quent. 

With the establishment of the national banking system as 
conceived anil formulated by the genius of Secretary Chase, all 
that was changed. The country was supplied with a currency 
that was as good as gold, because every dollar of it was secured 
by the deposit of the United States bonds. Thus guaranteed, 
the notes of the national banks were current at their face 
value in every part of the country, and the failure of the lank 
issuing them did not affect their value. In that case they were, 
as they still arc, redeemed at Washington through the office of 
the Cutn|»troUer of the Currency. When this system — the best 
the world has ever known — was instituted the State banks were 
still in active operation. It was desired to get rid of them as 
banks of issue, and as that could not be done directly by Fed 
cral legislation, Congress accomplished its purpose by imposing 
a tax of 10 per cent. u|>on State bank notes the inevitable effect 
of which was to drive them out of circulation. 

BUSINESS AS A POLITICAL BAROMETER. 

T AKE our country as a whole and business was never before 
in as good a shape. The exchanges show increased 
dealings, the railroads increased earnings, nearly all manufact- 
urers a greater output, better pices and greater demand for 
farm products, and greater and more even production from the 
mines. The official statistical papers, as well as those of Brad- 
itrtit and Dun 6* CV-, show that the general business of the 
United States for the first seven months of 189a greatly exceed 
any like period in the history of the country, while that of the 
month just passed exceeds any similar month. These facts 
(mint to the re-election of President Harrison, for influential 
- elements of society will everywhere rally to his aid with a view 
to retain an improving situation. 

Business conditions influence elections in this country more 
than in any other, and the fact is only another confirmation of 
the wisdom of the liberty which we enjoy to a greater extent 
than any other people. The Whig revolution of 1840 followed 
the panic of 1837. The Protectionist Congress elected in 1858 
succeeded the crisis of 1857. Even the l>etnocratic free -soil 
bolts in 1848 had no more influence on the result, perhaps less, 
than the commercial stringency one and two years before, more 
severe in England than here, but felt in both countries. Since 
the war the same influences have been apparent. The con- 
nection between the panic of 1873 and the Democratic tidal 
* wave in 1874 was plain then, and has been plainer since. Good 
crtijw and business in the next two years advanced the Repub- 
lican party to victory in 1876. Defeat followed the business 
depression culminating in 1878, and the triumphant election of 
General Garfield in 1880 succeeded two years of great prosperity. 
The panic in May, 1884, cast its shadow on the Republican 
party in November of the same year, and President Cleveland 
and the Democratic party suffered from the dull years which 
succeeded 1884, and the lack of prosperity in 1888 when 
> failures were one-fourth more numerous than fur three years 
before. 

The financial and business conditions did not absolutely 
produce any of the results described, Init they contributed very 
largely to them, and our present general prosperity will con- 
tribute even more to the re-election of President Harrison, 
whose Administration has been more active than any preceding 
one in promnting business through reciprocity treaties, the 
maintenance of a safe system of finance, and in every way giving 
confidence to our business interests. 

Quarantine against Democracy is as necessary to the 
future prosperity of the country as quarantine against cholera 
—and more so. 


HAS CLEVELAND S HEAD BEEN tURNEDf 

A GAIN Grover Cleveland is the Democratic candidate. By 
partisans he is called the M man of the people." To him 
self it is more likely that he is the “ man of destiny." But this 
self-comparison with Napoleon ceases with the quotation. Na- 
poleon was self-made, Cleveland is the creature of a combi- 
nation of political circumstances rare in the history of parties. 
Cleveland's merit has had little to do with his remarkable career. 
The only specific merit ever ascribed to him when successively 
nominated for Sheriff and Mayor of Buffalo, Governor of New 
York and then as President twice, was, u We can elect Cleve- 
land." u Cleveland can carry New York." Defection among 
the Republican leaders alone made Cleveland Governor. He 
was elected President by Republican votes— votes that would 
have put his opponent in the seat except for the cry, “ Remem- 
ber Folgcr.” In 1888 the Republican party was not a unit by 
any manner of means, yet Cleveland, with the almost invincible 
power of the Government behind him, failed to carry thcState. 
We make no partisan statement, therefore, when we % ay, that 
Grover Cleveland will go down in history as the accidental 
President. Accident made him Mayor of Buffalo in the first 
place, accident made him Governor and accident made him 
President. 

It is claimed for Cleveland that “ the people " demanded 
him ; that “ the people " wanted no other candidate. This call 
of “ the people n fur Cleveland will scarcely bear close scrutiny. 
The truth about the matter is that Cleveland's ambition is 
unsatisfied. The Ex-President has tasted the sweet nectar and 
ambrosia of official power, the robes of office were discarded 
with reluctant hand 

The Chicago Convention proved that Cleveland has been 
systematically engaged fur four years in scheming for renomina- 
tion. But next November, as in 1888, it is likely that Cleve- 
land will again learn that there is a limit to fortuitous Cleveland 
accidents. 

The Democrats count on Republican discord to assist them 
on election day, but it is unlikely that this element of the party 
will be found “sulking in their tents." The troubles iff the 
Republican Party, however, arc as Summer showers to those 
which at present disturb the slumbers of the fat fisherman of 
Gray Gables. The Tammany Tiger is wounded am! sore, his 
limbs arc stiff' and his appetite bad. Toothsome morsels arc 
offered, but they tempt him not His recovery will be slow. 
He may not be himself again until after N'uvera!>er. 

There arc also signs that within the inner Democratic circle 
all things are not as they are represented. Charges are made 
that success has “ turned Cleveland’s head that, in his own 
estimation, he is bigger than his party, Men, big men too, in 
the councils of the party laugh when told that Cleveland was 
“ the only man the Democrats could win with." 

Funny stones, too, are told of his astounding egotism. He 
is said to claim to be the originator, the Christopher Columbus 
of the idea of Tariff Reform — a measure that has !>ecn in mens 
mouths for many years — and insists that he shall be described to 
the people as the Moses of Tariff Reform. 

As a matter of fact Democrats are uneasy over Cleve- 
land's vagaries. There is much talk of compelling him to stop 
writing letters which are transparently intended for publication, 
anil to dam the flow of verdant gush he indulges in on every 
I possible occasion. Politicians say he wont accept any advice 1 
that he not only wants to be President, but insists on basing 
every detail of his own campaign. He desires to pose before 
the pcuptc as “ the only " Cleveland, so to speak. 

All this is quite discouraging to I>cmocratic politicians, anil, 
under the circumstances, it is no wonder that the remark is be- 
coming general, that w Cleveland's head has been turned j” that 
he thirsts for autocratic power that “ success has made him 
arrogant." 

It was like this the Roman politicians talked of Julius 
Catsar long ago.

Caaar was no accident

THR Tradesman, a newspaper published 
at Chattanooga, Tcnn. , in it* review of the in- 
dustrial situation in the Suatb. states that 
"reports received front correspondent* at all 
important points in the Southern States agree 
in saying that mercantile business is Increas- 
ing and Ls in a satisfactory condition. Pay- 
ment* are made promptly. The crop reports 
are more encouraging. The iron fclOMM 
continue in hlast, nearly every furnace being 
in u {.K-ration, although prices are v*ry low. 
There is an increased demand for all kind* 
of machinery, and positive evidence of au im- 
proved situation in industrial pursuits. Lum- 
ber continue* active. Textile plants are in a 
prosperous condition and under the present 
tariff policy many new industries are starting 
in the South. Indeed, her resource* have 
doubled in the past ten years, and her manu- 
factures have quadrupled.* 

The workingmen of New York propose to 
make it warm for Cleveland this year. The 
chairman of the Workingmen'* New York 
Municipal Reform League. A. H. Gallnhuc, 
has been indexing Grover Cleveland'* many 
vetoes, as a public official, of measures meant 
to help along the labor cause. The Five

CLEVELAND’S PECK OF TROUBLE. 

New York’s Labor Raport. 

■pHE official report of the condition of labor 
and manufacturers, ju*t tasued by Labor 
Commissioner Peck, ha* greatly shocked the 
Democratic managers. Mr. Peck in a Demo- 
crat, appointed by Grover Cleveland and con- 
tinued by Governor 1 1 ill and Governor Flower, 
Some of the Cleveland men now allege, that 
his report ha* been colored with a view to dis- 
credit Cleveland's free trade attitude. Cutn- 
rai&*ioner Peck, however. Htutes that it is bis 
duty to report things as they are, and nut a* 
partisan* would like to have them. 

He says the statements of his report are 
based on letters received from fa,ooo repre- 
sentative* of tbc wholesale manufacturers of 
New York State, and that the result shuwx 
him that the leading Democratic speakers on 
the tariff are in error as to the effects of the 
McKinley bill. 

The rep ut shows that in tbc sixty-seven in- 
dustries covered 67 per cent of them show an 
increase cither of wages or product, or both, 
and that there were no let* than 89^716 in- 
stances 0/ individual increases of wage* dur- 
ing the year. The total trades represented 
amounts to t.isr. and give employment to 
1185.000 working men and women. 

Thus one-third of them have had their 
wage* increased since the passage of the Mc- 
Kinley bill; the average increase of yearly 
•timings of the 385,000 employe* was $;vn. 

The average increase of yearly earning* of 
the employes In fittys>u« trade* show an 
increuse was $43.96. 

From the sixty-seven industries covered It 
appear* that there was a netincrwwm In wages 
of $6,376,935.09 in the year 1891 as compared 
with the amount paid in *890, and a net In- 
create of production of $3 1, J I}, l yu. 68 in the 
year tvji over that of 1891* 

I'll® number of Labor disturbances also 
show* a decrease. There were 4,519 strikes 
in 1891. as against 6,338 la 1890, a decrease nf 
1.740. Of the total nnitibcT, 4,51a 3,375. or 53 
percent, of them wire in the building trades. 

The period covered by tho investigation in- 
cludes the year immediately prior to the pas- 
sage of tbc McKinley hill, and tho year imme- 
diately following its becoming a law - that i*. 
far the year commencing September 1, 1889, 
up to and including August 31. 1890. and the 
year commencing September 1. tvr>. up to 
and including August ji, 1891. The statis- 
tic* relate only to wholesale manufacturing 
establishments 

They have thus far proved the greatest sen- 
sation of the campaign, and have filled Cleve- 
land and his managers with dismay.

The persecution cf the 
Marquis dc Mores, though in itself a failure, la a 
sign that French opinion may be brought to oppose 
real and homicidal duels, while it is to be hoped 
that French duels mty he brought to in end by the 
French perception of the ridiculous.

They wens still talking "cholerine," 
ami criminally disguising the truth about the situa- 
tion to avert a little longer, if possible, fix jwcunl- 
ary Iim« to the Hamburg shipowners, merchants 
and tradesmen which wnulil result from the ex- 
hibition of the yellow flag. Under these circum- 
stances the Moravia sailed, carrying cases of 
cholera which developed finally within twenty- 
fours. And yet the infected ship sailed with a 
dean bill of health rigtwd by CKAIin II. Buxkk, 
the acting Consul of the United States, certifying 
that in Hamburg amt it* neighborhood there was 
at the time "no suspicion of plague, chulera, of 
cjiiilarvnlc doscaae whatsuever." Far signing and 
impressing the cumtulax scat upon thia murderous 
Ue, llt'SKX received from the Hamburg- American 
Packet Company a fee uf ten masks, of two dollars 
and a half. The case of this vigilant and eon- 
•uewtaous Viec-UoMul U u-mnsemkd to the ins- 
mediate attention of his o»|xrinr* in the Depart- 
ment of State at Washington. 

MO one can read about the panic that prevails 
among the pMacogvrt uf the jwst ahijis now 
detained in the knrer bay, without feeling that 
something is wrung. Among these unfortuisatc 
people so detained are strong men, fair women and 
gently nurtured children, who, in order that wc 
may be saved from the chance of coatagian, ami 
the city and country from pcrtilcnce, arc cocnpelWd 
to remain from three to five of even twenty days 
on vessels where below lucks death In its must 
htdeous form. They are m a volcano of death, 
not knowing when the frightful dura** that is 
■lowly and surely doing its dread work may pass 
through the slight dividing line, whkh is life to 
them, and ail them to eternity. There should 
not be an hour's delay. The passengers who are 
suffering fur us should lx at once removed bum 
the ships where death lurks below, to places of 
comfort and safety. It Is the height of cruelty to 
keep them where they are. 

IT will bea mistake fur Mr. Frick and the company 
to hold obstinately to the position that they will 
not treat with their men, and that they will replace 
them with others, who are not connected with the 
Amalgamated Association. There are matters to 
lx timsidered in this case brinks the cold-ldoodtd 
prims| iU s of supply and demand. It may be that the 
company can hire other ishu on inure sat iifactory 
terms, economically consMlered, but there are 
human Offlii derations in this business. These 
people bdung in 1 lomtsteod, and their lat*jr, os 
well as the company's capital has helped to bulk! 

They have a right to organ- 
i«, and ueganuatioo is necessary to enforce their 
just claims. They should lx treated as a party to 
a contract in Tarnishing their labor and not as a 
soulless factor In process of manufacture, like capi- 
tal or raw material.

Us evident purpose, it ia 
charged, waa to ebminatc the negro vote— an end 
which could not tx c(m*muliuu*lly attained by any 
open or direct discrimiuotiuo against race or color.

DEMOCRATIC GENEROSITY TO THE G. A. R. 

T HF.RF. has been a good deal of discussion as to what ac- 
tion Congress took in the matter of appropriating money 
to aid in the entertainment of the Grand Army at Washington, 
and whether the question of politics had anything to do with it. 
The facts arc found on investigation to be as follows : 

The House f ppropriation Committee made no appropria- 
tion for or recognition of the event in framing the District of 
Columbia Appropriation bill. Nor did the House itself do *0. 
After the bill had been passed in the House, President Harri- 
son, seeing that no action bad been taken on that subject, sent 
a message to Congress calling attention to the subject and sug- 
gesting the desirability and propriety of reasonable aid for a 
proper entertainment of the men who saved the Nation, anil 
who were for the first lime since the close of the war to visit 
Washington, 

The Senate Appropriations Committee, acting upon the 
President's suggestion, reported an amendment giving $100,000 
f:»r this purpose. Senator Cockrell immediately moved that the 
amount be paid exclusively from the revenues of the District 
of Columbia. This was voted duwn, the motion, however, 
receiving 1 7 vote*, of which 1 6 were cast by Democrats and 
Farmers’ Alliance members, nearly all of them from the South. 
When the bill went into conference, however, the House con- 
feree* insisted upon placing the Cockrell amendment upon the 
bill and on also cutting down the appropriation to $75,000. 
This was combated by the Senate conferees, and the bill was 
hung up in conference for weeks the Democratic House sup- 
porting its conferees in their insistancc that the appropriation be 
taken exclusively from the District of Columbia funds, and that 
none of the nation's money' should be used for the entertainment 
of the soldiers,. The House conferees, with the weight of the 
three-quarters Democratic House behind them, were able to 
carry through their proposition, and the Serial e conferees were 
obliged to yield and permit the entire burden to be placed on the 
District The Republicans in both Houses spoke and voted 
almost solidly against the proposition to place the entire burden 
on the District, Saying frankly tiiat the people of the nation 
would not only willingly bear a share of the exjjenscs, but esteem 
it favor to be permitted to do so. The only result of their efforts, 
however, was to get the total appropriation finally fixed at 
$90,000 instead of $75,000 as urged by the House conferee*.

THE CHANCE OF DYING OF CHOLERA, 
'J'HE Ckr fault, a weekly insurance newspaper, 
publishes the following in its Issue for this 
week concerning the chance of dying from the 
cholera, which may prove of interest to many per- 
sons who are over-alarmrd : 

In an approximate way let ns measure the 
chances, so Car as an adult being is Concerned, of 
dying cf cholera during an epidemic. Normally, 
at twenty-seven years of age, a healthy man has 
about one chance in 12$ of dying within one year, 
all causes of death being taken into account. At 
age tlitrty-ainc h«* chance of dying within one year 
t* about one in an even loo; at age fifty, about 
o&e in fij; at age seventy, about one in 1$. •As- 
suming that a fearful cholera scourge, equal to that 
in I. codon to 1849. should occur in New York City 
(which is extremely unlikely) there would proba- 
bly be from 10,000 to 13,000 deaths. On the 
huu of 10,000 (here would be about one death in 
every 300 of the population, all ages considered— 
that is to uy (he chance of dying cf cholera dur- 
ing a year of epidemic would be about one la aoo. 
About one- half of the deaths would occur under 
age twenty-lie. At age twenty-seven the cholera 
hmsani would add about 3-10 of I per coat, to the 
probability of death within one year j at age thirty- 
ninr, about l a of 1 per cent.; at age fifty, about 
6-10 of 1 per cent, and at age seventy a similar 
percentage. These arc not alarming additions 
frum the point of view of the individual, although 
(hey would mean a great deal in an increased nutn- 
Iter of deaths. Tbe singular fact was noted, how- 
ever, that during the cholera epidemic la Great 
Britain in 1849, notwithstanding the numerous 
deaths from cholera, the general mortality far a 
lung time was below the average.”

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CLEVELAND AND THE SOLDIERS. 
8 onator Bonjamtn Harrltson on President 
Cleveland's Treatment of tho 
War Veterans. 

“P HE following extract from sons remarks 
delivered in the Senate of the United 
State* by Senator Benjamin Harrison, touch* 
ing the treatment of old soldiers by President 
Cleveland, t* Interesting reading now a days. 
The remarks were delivered in the Senate on 
March aMh, iS&fa, after tho Clove Land admin- 
istration bad been one year in conical of the 
offices, but long before Mr. Harrison hod 
reason to expect that ho would liinuelf bo 
placed a* tho leader of bis party in opposition 
to the man whose administration ho was then 
criticising — AJS of which lends interest to tho 
re ma rks, a* viewed in the light of the develop- 
ments which have intervened and the condi- 
tions which now exist 

The extract is as follows : 

** Mr. President : I have noticed another 
incident in connection with this reform ad- 
ministration. I have tried to get up a state- 
ment of the results of this administration upon 
tlio soldiers of Indiana. I have written to 
every county in the State and have rctnms 
from all but four of them. Tho returns, of 
course, are not absolutely accurate. They are 
not made up to the same time, some of them 
having been sent in before others, but the re- 
sults 1 think are approximately accurate, and 
I find that 33 presidential past office* that 
were held by soldiers have been vacated 
either by expiration of term, resignation or 
removal, and that in tbeso offices only tea 
soldiers have boon placed l>y appointment. In 
other words, 33 soldiers have gone out and 
only to have come in. In the whole State of 
Indiana I have found that 361 soldiers and it 
soldiers' widows have gone out, and that 90 
soldiers and I soldier's widow have come in. 
Mr. Prcs-deat, when this administration came 
in, the U. S. Court Houso at Indianapolis was 
filled from top to bottom, with a single ex- 
ception, with soldiers. The United States 
Marshal was a soldier, now he is not ; the U. 
S. District Attorney was a soldier, now he iB 
cut; the Collector of Customs was a soldier, 
now be is not; tho Collector of Internal Revo- 
nuo was a soldier, now he is not. There was 
just one of the larger odlccs there that was 
bllcd by a civilian, and that is the Post Office, 
and (hat is still filled by a civilian. I am sorry 
that 1 have not time to go more fully into this 
matter. 

1 have in my hand the report of the Em- 
ployment Committee of the Grand Army of 
the Republic fur the District of Columbia, 
signed by JeTome J. Burke, who 1 understand 
is a Democrat. I want to read an extract ia 
two from that, and see what these gentlemen 
outside the Departments, who gave their time 
gratuitously, in order to secure to worthy 
toddlers employ me at in the Departments 
here, say about tbe.changw under the new 
Administration."

JVJ K. MANSFIELD iltKmt much praise !•*« 
his production of Hatton's *• Scarlet 1x1- 
tcr,"bnt wcikniU the financial Mnnt of the play. 
It is bp long odds the best new plop (with the 
possible exception of Gas Thomas* "ALItania”} 
produced in New York in several pears, hut it as 
scarcely likely to be a favorite with the majority of 
thratrv goers especially while the popular taste 
remains in its present vitiated state und variety 
performances, under the name of 1 •farce runicdka,** 
continue to reign the amusement world. How. 
ever, the "Scarlet Letter" should gain in favur 
and I sincerely hope Mr. Mansfield** efforts to 
reforna the public appetite may find the reward 
they certainly deserve. 

The " Scarlet Letter ” is a dramatisation of Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne's sad story of Puritan "tiluc 
law " days. But while the drama follows the teat 
of the novel with much sincerity, there are Uiier- 
ties taken with the lovdy story of J/nUr Pry-mu 
which seem more or less incongnaous and inuom- 
put i hie. Some of them certainly dn not appear to 
be .-..cntul even to the plot. Lack of space pre- 
vent* the extended criticism which t would other- 
wise gtre this play- However much, though, I 
might differ with Mr. Hatton in regard to hit 
dramatic work, naught hut pratsc can hr «p»km 
of the star, hi* eompany ami the stage presentation 
cif the drama. The part c 4 Pet. Arthur /Mm- 
ma.iilf is another triumph for the actor, who has 
given us so many delightful surprises. In it he 
has a brood role and fills it fully. As a drlinrator 
of certain phases of haman pa**ww, Mr. Mans&chl 
has perhaps no superior ami few espials. Inthcrolcof 
/(fv. Arthur Ptmmet/aJe, the ingiilih-huiimcd 
lover of the good and beautiful but erring Hester 
Prynnt, he is moot masterful. Hu sernr* with 
1 lifter are full of tender, tearful pathos and in 
Others he rises to situations of almost trngsc 
intensity, with that quiet forcefulm-t* of which 
be is a master. Where he shelters Hater in 
the first act from the attack of the crurl, fanati- 
cal mob (rather a noisy and demonstrative 
one, too, for the period and character of the 
people thee) Mr. Mansfield's superb rendering 
of his difficult lines evoke* wclbwnn plaudits from 
somewhat cold audiences - and os the play pro- 
ceeds h* wins even greater approbation aud en- 
thusiasm. although the earnest attention of his 
hearers never leaves him nor the {day, fir that 
matter, till the end. when the curtain (alls on the 
soal-st rickcn preacher's confcatiuo of his own scarlet 
sin, with /letter* t loved arm* about him. his con- 
gregation standing in reverential, but sorrowful 
awe, and his face lunuuixa with the light of a joy- 


fwl revelation ; a repentant sinner haa sought and 
found forgiveness, peace. 

In Hater Prynnt Miss Cameron probably haa 
the best role for her talents she has ever essayed. 
And while she is somewhat of a disappointment in 
the trying scenes of the first ad, she improves 
greatly as the plot incresses in interest ossd is very 
winning at times. In the last act she is especial- 
ly effective, and receives deserved appre- 
ciation. Mr. llurkina as Keger Ihlh ngrtmfrth, 
the wronged lost crafty and malicious husband of 
Hater, made the most of a strong character ami, 
save a too marked desire to talk over the footlights, 
is excellent. The rest of the cast gave an accept- 
able rendering of their [ail*, aud /.title Prart, 
a child’s part, was a decided hit. 

The "Scarlet Letter '* will find favor with criti- 
cal audiences, ami deserves s long run. *' It goes 
without the saying” that presented at Daly's Theatre 
and srith Mr. Mansfield, who superintends his own 
rehearsals, in the title role, nothing is left undone 
In the way of stage management ami stage dressing 
and setting.

Soma facta of 1nt«ro*t about tha va/lout 
Pension Acts. 

Racord* of tha two great parties on 
pensioning the old aoldlera. 
COM£ question having arisen ns to the rv 
^ cords of the two great parties on the 
pension acts now upon the statute books, the 
results erf a carclul investigation of the work 
of Congross in thvif pannage may not be unin- 
teresting. The records of Congress ditdoM 
the fact that every pension act from 1862 to 
tSJS was DMMd by Republican Congresses 
and signed by Republican Presidents. From 
the time the Democrats regained control of 
of one branch of Congress uj 1874. but 
a mere handful of unimportant pension bills 
were made laws, while their single Democra- 
tic President vetoed literally hundreds of pen- 
sion measures, sent him through the persist- 
ency of Republicans in Congress, couching 
his vetoes in langauge that could only have 
been intended ns n deliberate insult to the sol- 
diers and the legi«Uluf h who enacted the meas- 
ure. When the Republicans again obtained 
control of Congress— the Fort y W f UH h and 
Fifty -first— they enacted further important 
peusu>u laws giving rrlk-f to many Uiouwmds 
of suffering soldiers, or their widows, children 
or dependent parents

The 
law of ifir»3 hod given soldiers arrears of pen- 
sions hack to date of injury, provided they 
applied within ono year of Its occurrence. 
Later this was amended so that they might 
apply within three years. In {111 W t&M 
was extended five years longer, and in 1S74 a 
further extension of five years was given. All 
these acts had been posited by Republican 
Congresses. In 1878 Mr. Cummings, a Re- 
publican, introduced a Mil repealing all limi- 
tations, but the Democratic Commit to* In 
charge of it refused to report iC Mr. Haskell, 
a Republican, moved to discharge the com- 
mittee and puss the bilL On this proposition 
the vote stood :

|mluemen pass and repos* there infamous dens hourly, yet for 
several months no attempt has been made to close them. The 
newspapers print accounts with monotonous regularity of homes 
destroyed, men wrecked morally and financially, and of youth 
Tuincd by their pernicious influence, But thex criminals laugh. 
There must be some way of stopping it. If there be no way 
now known a way* can be made. 'I he taro bank gambler is a 
gentleman entitled to respect, compared with the keeper* of 
these dives.

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MR. CLEVELAND ACCEPTS. 

A N extended criticism of Ex- President Cleveland's letter of 
acceptance is made next to impossible by its peculiar 
character. It is not astonishing that the letter was sc long 
delayed as it show's the car marks of careful tinkering and long 
and many consultations with party leaders. To any one ac- 
quainted with Mr. Cleveland's usual diction, it is certainly not a 
characteristic document, and this gives roc to the suspicion that 
Mr. Cleveland did not entirely compose this letter. Hitherto Mr. 
Cleveland has seldom failed to express himself forcibly, tersely 
and directly to the point on all questions, leaving very little 
room for misconstruction or misunderstanding of what he meant 
The composition of his letter of acceptance is vague, obscure and 
evasive. It is the letter of an astute politician, not the letter of 
a broad minded statesman, the letter apparently of a man seek- 
ing “office for office's sake.” 

It would seem that Mr. Cleveland does not entirely believe 
what he places before the people. It is true that the tone of 
his letter is distinctly Cleveland. It abounds in those top heavy 
sentences that distinguish his contributions to literature, but 
they are |xx»rly linked together, and as a whole, the superstruc- 
ture is as weak as its foundations. 

In regard to “free trade" which is the one living issue of 
this campaign Mr. Cleveland assumes that there is a marked 
division among Democrats on that question, and he is right 
Had he been sure that such divisions did not exist Mr. Cleve- 
land's sentences would have been more powerful. There are, 
as a matter of fact, forty or fifty different views entertained by 
Democrats as to the actual meaning of tariff reform. Mr. 
Cleveland, however, had no right, as he has done flagrantly, to 
evade the expression of the Democracy in convention. But he 
has done so, and we are mistaken in the temper of the great 
mass of I>eraocralic voters if Mr. Cleveland does not find 
out in November that the IJcmocratic party, as a party, is in 
favor of “free trade,” “fust, last and all the time," however 
nuidi Democratic leaders insist on disguising the belief of the 
fiarty beneath the catch-votc phrase “tariff reform.” Mr. 
Cleveland attacks protection, but Mr. Cleveland with charming 
devernew, eludes the direct question of a broad free trade policy. 

With the prudence of a politician he touches upon the matter 
of state hank issues of currency, and on the silver question ; he 
speaks a good word for civil service reform, and indulges in a few 
hypocritical remarks about “the worthy veteran soldier," whose 
pension bills he had no hesitation in vetoing. He then 
makes a spread eagle speech on the “Force Bill." a direct 
appeal to sectional feeling and displays in so doing much weak- 
ness. The American people have learned to criticise and ana- 
lyze the utterances of statesmen, ami the time is almost past 
when playing upon personal feeling and prejudice, unsup- 
ported by facts or logic, is accepted as statesmanship by thinking 
voters, lit is doubtful if Mr. Cleveland ever wrote aweaker 
document. It would seem that his heart was not in it. It is 
certain that it will not fire the Democratic heart, judging from 
the opinions we have heard expressed by prominent men, 
When a political party calls for bread, it won’t lx satisfied 
with stones, anil the Democratic party has been howling, not 
merely calling, for free trade for y ears. 


KEEP THEM AWAY. 

T HE question of whether to restrict immigration or not is 
being very closely |x«ud upon the American mind. It 
is astonishing how many men in all circles of business and 
society are now discussing this question as a living issue of the 
day. Almost unanimous opinion, irrespective of party affilt 
atom, it may be said, is in favor of a very Btnngcnt restrictive 
immigration law. All classes seem inclined to resent the pres- 
ent untrammcled and almost unstricted privileges given by this 
government to other governments to direct immense tides of 
pauper immigration to the United States. Had this sentiment 
taken a* prominent shajx before the holding of the national 
conventions as it has since, there is no doubt that one of the 
great parties— and fxussibly both-— would have placed a plank in 
its platform relating to this subject, ami we certainly believe 
that it would have proved a very popular and substantial one at 
the ballot box. It is certainly time to stem the tide of the im- 
migration hordes that now threaten the c ountry with an inunda- 
tion of the worse scum of foreign nations. 

The trolley schemers must see the Railroad Commission be- 
fore they own the city. It's a hopeless kind of a hope, but 
sometimes “a hundred to one shot ” wins. 


THE WEBSTER CASE. 

T HE conviction nf Webster, the book-maker, was something 
of a surprise to the public. Ever since the last trial, which re- 
sulted in a mis-trial, silly rumors have been afloat that the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office did not wish or intend to prosecute Web- 
ster to the fullest extent of its ability. These stories had their 
foundation mostly in the idle brains of club gosri|>s. and club 
talk, as it always docs, became public property. The newspapers 
cannot be blamed for publishing the matter. What amount of 
truth these insinuations contained is shown by the fact that De- 
laney Nicoll. in this trial, placed the prosecution in the hands of 
the ablest of his assistants, Francis L. Wellman, whose wonder- 
ful legal skill, imperturable coolness and tact, persuasive logic 
and superb oratorical power has stamped him as the peer, if not 
the superior, of the best criminal lawyers of New York. In so 
doing Mr. Niooll certainly crushed his traducers, if any crush- 
ing were needed, and the verdict of guilty is a thorough vindi- 
cation from any aspersions on the sincerity of the able Prosecu- 
ting Attorney. Even Mr. Howe, who for many years has reigned 
almost supreme in New York criminal practice, expressed him- 
self aft confident that his client would be acquitted. But Mr. 
Howe lacked the gift of true prophecy this time, and was com- 
pelled to lower his colors, as he has dons more frequently dur- 
ing the last year than ever Ixfore, and always when Mr. Well- 
man has stood in front of him. 

The Webster case, like the celebrated Harris case (also 
tried by Mr. Wellman) attracted great public interest, and con- 
sequently the trial became a forensic duel between the two attar- 
net's. Mr. Howe certainly never appeared before a jury more 
effectively, or in a case that gave him greater opportunity. Hi* 
argument was of the sentimental kind, and he appealed to the 
Jury in the strongest possible terms to acquit Webster as a man 
who had simply avenged the honor as a husband, and defended 
the sanctity of the home. But Mr. Wellman again proved to be 
Mr. Howe's superior, and he won a Just victory out of the fire, by 
convincing the jury that Goodwin haul invaded no home, os 
there was no home to invade, and that the murder was the natural 
result of the baser passions. 

The murder was cold blooded, and without doubt, a cow- 
ardly. premeditated one. There is every reason to believe that 
Webster, who is a man of education, coolly calculated that, 
under what is called the “unwritten law," no jury would convict 
him. It is to be hoped that the sentence of the court will be 
in accordance with the testimony. If so, live murderer will 
meditate m Sing Sing for twenty years, if he live that long. 


OPEN THIS CAMPAIGN. 

D R- PARK HURST lately returned from a summer’s outing 
in Europe. Dr. Dixon resumed the rostrum in his church 
two or three weeks ago. A relentless crusade against vice and 
official venality was promised by these reverend gentlemen this 
fall. We hope that Dr. Parkhursl's individualism has not suf- 
fered by contact with Kurojxan customs, and that Dr Dixon's 
views on practical reform have undergone no serious alteration 
from hi* cummunings with southern nature. The crop of vice 
is strengthening in the cool October winds. It will require 
many reform sickles to mow down these weeds, and if strong 
arm* do not soon make ready, the snow of winter may cover 
the fields and then the work will lx harder and less fruitful in per- 
manent results.

Capital is the 
owner of great newspapers and mnkes public opin- 
ion. Asa matter of fact capital usually win* hr- 
cause capital generally make* war when prepared 
fur war. But the greatest factor of success hu* 
l>cm, ami always will he, favorable public senti- 
ment.

| X the course of s tour of inspection, my uncle 

picked up a strange story which was current coo. 
cenung a lunatic, confined at the beginning of this 
century in a centra! home of the South of France. 

I transcribe it just as it has been frequently told 
to me, and as a bloody feature of the manners of 
this extraordinary epoch which saw so many of 
these little poignant dramas quite unknown to 
historians- 

From the beginning of the Revolution, Henri de 
Catenae de Feyrac, although belonging to one of 
the great families of the South, had shown himself 
to be a fierce demagogue ; of great intellect, but 
embittered by the deceptions of love, of which his 
position as youngest son of the family had been 
the prime cause, h« had become a misanthrope 
from envy, a republican from ambition, though 
sincere. 

Why was this man chmen by his fellow citizens 
to represent them in the constituent assembly, tben 
at the convention ? That is a problem whose solu- 
tion will not dismay those who have any experience 
in electoral matters. Individually, oil these people 
hated him at the bottom of their hearts, but, in a 
bniy, they submitted to the influence of his su- 
perior intellect, hi* republican conviction, his sharp 
and just criticisms against a state of things from 
which all suffered without loo well discerning the 
reason for it. 

Alighting at Paris from the diligence which then 
stopped at the Court of the Fountains, Henri de 
Cozcnac de Feyrac had stepped strongly to earth, 
with an evil smile ; be was taking possess* an, he, 
the petty country squire, dressed in simple cos- 
tume of Tiers, of this great, proud and rich city, 
and he already dreamed of treating it as its master. 
How many complaints to formulate, how many in- 
stitution* to undermine, how many privileges to 
destroy. 

Rut, with these' extreme ideas, and these sub- 
versive precis of a demagogue, the noble pre- 
served tbe correctness of his movements, the refine- 
ment of his face where one could read everything, 
the moderate tone of voice, and a sinless speech. 
In his first conversation with his colleagues of the 
advanced party, his boldness of projects, uttered 
with tranquility, his incisive remarks, spoken in a 
dry, cold voice, made an im|>rcssioit, and more than 
one said : 

"Sectarian and amhitixu, that man will go 
far.” 

So jealousies were soon manifested about him, 
and the carious sought to compromise him. llut 
the deputy of tbe South, become Cauunac for short, 
was BOaMacfcable, being, as they uid at that time of 
him, incorruptible ; the friendship of Saint -Just 
and of Robespierre, who were also fashionable and 
refined men, had installed him at the head of the 
Jacobin Club, and there he was all powerful, re- 
plying vigorously to attacks, always wide awake, 
crushing his enemies if they were weak, not per- 
mitting them to take the upper hand if they were 
strong, for he felt that a weakness might cost him 
his head ; without respite he denounced suspects 
and timid people, correct and undisturbed with his 
luxurious cravat, his gold headed switch and his 
immaculate drew coat- 

At the head of the club h« had a colleague, a rival, 
Philip Dublef, formerly a baker, commandant of 
sections of the National Guard, representing la the 
midst of the committee the working quarters, whsre 
he was very popular 3 violent, active, sloqueut txi- 
bun*, be was the adversary most to be fesred by

Catenae, whose ideas he rarely shored. But feel- 
ing their reciprocal power, and seeing that a strife 
between them would surely be decisive, that one or 
the other must yield irreparably, they had for a 
long time spared each other, like two wrestlers 
who measure each other with a look before trying 
conclusion*. 

Bat one day Clootz, vice-president of the dub^ 
inode a motion which mail bring about an explo- 
sion 3 he proposed that all the members should 
give the example of changing their Christian names 
borrowed from holy history or royalty, I-ouis, 
Henry, Charles, Philip, etc., to replace them by 
names recalling the great figures of Rome and 
Sparta. He himself declared that he repudiated 
the name he had received at baptism, to take 
that of Anodursis. 

He went round the Ulde ; the first of his col- 
leagues did not hesitate, choosing pell-mell Romu- 
lus, Jkwcvola, Thcmtstocles at*! Solon, Seneca and 
Demosthenes ; they waited curious for him to 
address Catenae, known for his dislike f>ir such 
child’s-play 3 hilt before Clout* had reached him, 
DuNef cried out in a jeering voice j 

*‘I propose for the incorruptible Catenae the 
name uf Aristocratidcs.’ 1 
There was much laughter at this sally 3 Catenae 
had paled under the insinuation which might be 
dangerous. 

" I,” said he, rising, his Ups pinched, “ I have 
no need to search so long for our colleague DtsbicL 
It is in Latin, Brutus, in French, Brute.” 

The word was appropriate though impolite. It 
bad an equal success with the other. Dubtef rose, 
red with wrath aivl cried out s 

* • There is a Joke, Henri de Catenae dc Feyrac, 
which might cost you dear.” 

Catenae contented himself with dialing a con- 
temptuous look on him, and went out without add- 
ing a word, while his rival was still fretting with 
anger. 

War wax declared, and, in appearance distressed 
at their division, hut inwardly delighted, the mem- 
bers <<f the committee sanctimoniously lay hack in 
their leather arm-chairs ready (o count the blows, 
Dubicf was resolved to spare nothing, neither 
pains nor money, to discover his enemies* weak 
point 3 for he w.i* one of those who Uclievv that 
every man has in his past or in his present, a hid- 
den thing, a defect, a fault, a moment of mistake 
ihtough which he may U* wounded or lost. 

But in what concerned C uenne, it was not easy. 
Ilia past was far away, in a wild country where 
information wax scarce and slow to get ; at Fans, 
his present life was beyond all criticism, on austere 
private morality, a political sincerity above all pre- 
judice. Besides, feeling himself threatened, since 
the meeting when he had broken with Dubicf, tbe 
member of the National Convention kept himself 
on his guard, and it was easy to forsee that nothing 
in his public acts or words would giv* any chance 
to his enemies. 

His private life remained There Dubicf hoped 
to find the looked-fu< chance. But as Catenae 
kept too dose to the Committee of Public Safety so 
that it should wish to see him compromised, Dubicf 
refrained from Calling on the police 3 he made an 
appeal to bis companions of the Faubourgs 3 he 
cunningly called in question the friendship they 
showed him. their hatred of aristocrats, tbe interest 
of ths country menaced by dark dealings, and 
without trouble he obtained the assistance of a few 
devoted and active msn, who divided tbe work among 


themselves in such a manner that do set of the life 
of Caxenoc should happen beyond their supervi- 
sion.

Hans BkaTTIE the Ex -Street CommisaoneT has 
written a book. It ic not strange that Mr. Beattie 
ha* written a book, but it is rather strange that be 
ha* written auch a book as be ha*. Mr. Beattie's 
principal role heretofore has been that of a 
politician. The people will remember him a* an 
erstwhile afreet commissioner of vicisaitudinous 
recorJ. There are many people who refute to 
believe that Mr. Beattie's record as street com- 
mbttoricr was not equally as good as that of his 
predecessors in that vicarious office and certainly 
as fair as that of hi* wccewor. Mr. Beattie, how.

What U more probable b that he 
liceamc a scapegoat for Tammany. But to return 
to Mr. Beattie's book. One would have t bought that 
the author would have chcoen a subject dealing 
with experiences which his career mast have 
made him familiar with. Yet this u not the case. 
It is a novel written with a purpose something 
more than ephemeral, hb moral is well pot analyti- 
cally, psychologically and reflectively. Mr. Beattb 
seem* to have choaen " Robert EJsraere ” as a 
model, or he may have drifted, by unconscious 
cerebration possibly. Into a similar vein of thoogbL 
I do not aerate Mr. Beattie of plagiarism. While 
the reader will recall Robert F.Umere when read- 
ing “Joshua Wray," the two characters are utterly 
at variance, the situations are entirely dissimilar, and 
the plat completely different. It b true that Mr. 
Beattie treats of {vdltics, but only in an analytical 
way and as a bock-ground, so to speak, for the 
other pictures he draws t*i well. “ Joshua Wrty " 
is well worth reading and its genuine merit indi- 
cate* that the author has found a field of labor 
much more consonant with hi* nature than practical 
politics. Mr. Beattie is to be congratulated.

ALFRED TENNYSON. 

Alfred Tennyson, for so the world that loved him best will 
always call him, has passed. 

His life's path, unlike that of poets generally, since 
sweet Poesy first won the world by her melodious harmony of 
words, lay in pleasant places. He did not win fame by one 
stroke of the magic pen, as others have done before him, his 
career was a gradual, but never faltering ascent of fame's ladder. 
Not laboriously, for his fcet never slipped or fell backward. 
There may have been, there may be, other poets whose lines 
will stand as firmly ’graved on the hearts of the jieople, but it is 
doubtful if any other so completely won and held so great an 
audience as he, who vanished but yesterday into that Great 
Mystery, which to him was seemingly a welcome change. 

The Poet Laureate died, as he lived, a poet, and admiring 
Nature staged his death in fitting scenery. His soul passed from 
earth ’mid the mystic gloom of moonlight How incomparably 
would he describe such a flitting of the poet-soull Howbeauteously 
characteristic of this man’s life was its taking away! He sang 
always of love, of peace, of happiness. His end came to him 
love-illumed, )>eaceful, happy. lie went out into “the misty 
deep" with Death to meet the Unknown, fearlessly. Death s 
hand took his in kindly clasp. To him that was so gentle in his 
life, Death was gentle too, as ’though he loved not his mission. 

Tennyson impressed an age. lie talked not by precept 
only, he gave the world example. In his labors he emlrodied 
truth. Truth stood beside him ever. His ideals were high 
ideals, too high for many, yet from them he himself never 
deviated. In “Enoch Arden ' duty is glorified. Christian 
tenderness pervades every line of his “In Memoriam.” It is 
difficult to select that which will live longest. The “ I-ady of 
Shalott ’’ alone would have made his name to live. “ Mortc d' 
Arthur ” is the greatest epic of the century. Who will e'er for- 
get those sweetest of idylic maidens, “Elaine” and the ** Miller's 
Daughter ?” His “Dream of Fair Women,” will be read so 
long as men and women read and dream. 

He was a close student of nature ; he loved nature. He was 
a pure Anglo-Saxon writer. He was a dramatist of power. His 
descriptions never lack beauty and strength. In the realm of 
the rhythmic world he was king. 

The world has produced few Tennysons. His death will he 
the world’s loss, fit* mantle, as Poet Laureate, will drape 
other shoulders.

ERNEST RENAN, PHILOSOPHER. 

|N the death of Ernest Renan at the ripe age of 
three score and ten, the world has last a gentle 
philosopher and a writer of wonderfully attractive 
power. lib "Life of Jesus," while not exactly 
accepted as a church text-book, will long stand a 
worthy monument to the man who wrote it. By 
mingling agnosticism and science with hb romantic 
descriptions, he probably lost standing among a 
certain class of readers, and to-day the " Life of 
Christ " u more a brilliant memory than a potent 
influence. Agnosticism no longer, relic* upon the 
destructive logic of Kenan ; the German school af 
Bauer and Straus which adopted many of Renan's 
ideas, by the way, but carried them out with Enoch leas 
popular effect, has gained in numerical strength. Bui, 
although the * ' Life of Jesus " no longer ranks high 
as on anti-Christian polemic, it b widely believed 
by orthodox, but liberal thinkers, that Renan did 
the Church a service by compelling it to abandon 
untenable ground for that which b reasonable and 
defensive. In other words, the destruction of those 
old iron-clad dogmas and fanatic lawa which ad- 
mitted no moderation, is probably due to the 
French philosopher. For the past quarter of the 
century, Emcst Renan husbren busy in many field* 
of literary, historical and phllottcal research, but 
his " Life of Christ " will probably live as hb most 
valuable cufitnbutioo to literature. The reports 
from Kenan's death-bed prove that the unbeliever 
ran face the inevitable and " walk down into tbe 
/alley, " with a step as firm and a mien as fearless, 
as he who steps out of life to the hereafter with tbe 
blessing I of Mother Church. 
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• I always admired Mr, Cleveland, because whilehe had great 
Courage and was a statesman of honor, wise as a politician, that he 
had trfat same sort of tact and courage that sometime* amounts to all 
of them combined, and it is on that platform that tbs Mugwumps*}'* 
that ho is better than hie party and votes for him.

13 RACING ON THE DECUNE? 
"piIE regular racing season will close in a few 
days. Conversation had with prominent 
disciples of the turf, and personal observation, cer- 
tainly demonstrate that horse racing is by no 
means so popular a sport as it once was. As the 
quality of the sport has been of the highest 
character, and as the accommodations at the 
tracks are of the best description, the reason for 
this decline of interest must be sought elsewhere. 
In the opinion of many, the poor average attendance at 
the tracks this season, and there has,been a gradual 
decrease since 1890, is due to too much racing. In 
other words, Uictc is reason to believe not only 
that there is a surfeit of sport provided, but that 
the game Is beginning to play itself out. The 
" regulars " are evidently commencing to realize 
that backing horses is not the surest way to make 
a living, consequently one l*y one they arc dropping 
out. Racing cannot exist prosperously without 
gambling on the results, and as the regular backers 
of horses make up three-fourths of the attendance, 
if these men cease to take an interest in the sport 
the attendance will largely decrease. There are 
also other reasons than the losing of money. Sport- 
ing men have had good reason to complain last 
season, and this season, serin to have lost confid- 
ence entirely in the owner*, trainers and jockses. 
It will not lie suqirtslng if horse racing like other 
popular sports, noticeably baseball, should gradually 
but surely decline in this country, at least fur a 
while, unless something It done to stimulate the 
flagging interest of the public, and to restore public 
confidence in the conditions of this m>Me sport. 

AFTER all, the value of the critic In any art is 
roost doubtful. Some people often say, and 
with great truth, that he is simply one who lacks 
the creative faculty, and possesses to an abnormal 
degree the fault-finding faculty. And is it nut the 
easiest thing imaginable to look wise and profound, 


and shake your head in a solemn way over some, 
thing that you have not created and that you really 
know little about? Of course it is. But human 
nature is strangely constituted. If anyone says 
something that it doesn't understand, it either 
raises him on high or stones him to death. To 
Sum up, the critic is often one who travels on his 
faculty of saying wise things that no one, including 
himself, understands. He is a "bluffer," whom the 
world will "cull," when it laecomes intellectual 
enough. 

A ND why should not man live through the 
centuries ? Why should he not lie able to 
renew his life-force as often as he wished ? These 
questions may be laughed at, but similar questions, 
in the sense of their supposed impossibility, 
would have been laughed at say two hundred 
years ago. Imagine, at that time, one's asking 
about future electrical and steam agencies that 
have since utterly revolutionised the world. 
May it not be eventually then, that man may live 
through the centuries? Thu ultimate grasping and 
applying of the subtlest and most secret forces of 
Nsture may be only a question of time. Again, 
there is always a good reason for the supposed to 
be, wildest conception of the most advanced 
thinker or idealist This chimera, so-called, per- 
taining to the perpetuation of human life may not, 
be a vain dream, after alL 


'J'HE recent death of a New York millionaire in 
a disreputable bouse in Detroit, is a striking 
illustration of the dual lives which to many men 
lead. This gentleman had a happy home, a 
beautiful wife and several grown children ; be was 
universally respected, was a leading light In a 
prominent congregation, and had not been known 
to be addicted to excesses of any kind. Yet this 
man leaves his family on one of his many customary 
business trips to the West, where he had large in- 
terests, and then without warning, his heart-broken 
family receive the news, that while intoxicated, be 
had fallen out of a window of a manon de Joie and 
dashed out bis brains. His friends in this city ab- 
solutely refused to believe the facts, until proved. 
This, however, is only one of many such cases. If 
the truth were known, and the press not lenient, 
many a si miliar case would shock to society. 
Mr. Wkkcs, and Mr. Wickcs* family more than 
he, were simply peculiarly unfortunate in the tragic 
ending of this case, that is alL There are thou* 
sands of others to whom his fate should “ point a 
moral/' fur their lives would “adorn a talc.”

Seeing that they were thoroughly in earnest, the 
Englishman's discretion became “the better (wirt of valor," and 
he withdrew the obnoxious flag from view. The boys and the 
crowd then yelled with satisfaction and |>asscd away.

T HERE has been much in the leading New York papers during 
the last week in praise of the police. The work of the 
police in liamlling the crowds was, perhaps, all that it should 
have been, yet not mure than the people Itad a perfect right to 
expect. Some of the editorials tluxt have ap|>carcd absolutely 
gush over the fact, that so far as known, the police stations were 
not filled with men, women and children whose persons had 
been more or less maltreated by the police. Wc have no tlesire 
to criticise invidiously, yet wc must say that it looks strange, 
when the New York newspapers actually compliment the force, 
because the police laws were not pulverized. This is a sad 
commentary on past history, and the intended compliments 
might be construed as a bit ironical. 


A CAMPAIGN OF PROMISES. 

S IMMER it down, and the 
Democrats are making a 
campaign of promises only. 
They realize fully that the coun- 
try was never more prosperous, 
anti their hope of success lies in 
the effort to catch votes, by 
painting before the eyes of the 
people bright, but illusive pict- 
ures of a greater prosperity 
under Democratic administra- 
tion. Or, in other words, they 
are merely playing ujkwi the 
sentiment common to all of us, 
that no matter how good mat- 
ters arc now, they might be 
better. This may find an echo 
in some irrational minds, but 
the practical man of business 
will scarcely consider it worthy 
of much consideration. The 
actual question to be decided 
in this campaign is the future 
welfare of the country — “the 
greatest good to the greatest 
number.” Those two great po- 
litical factors. Capital and Labor, 
are as one on that simple ques- 
tion of economics, at least. There is and can be no difference 
of opinion there. Everybody wants to belter his or her con- 
dition, that is true. It is the mainspring i>f human progress 
which makes the world to move, advances civilization, and brings 
eventually that earthly happiness for which all are striving. 
But let us consider 1 

Is there anything tangible in what is promised by the 
Democratic party? It will not da to grasp at shadows or chase 
butterflies, where bread and meat for home and self may pos- 
sibly lie in a careful analysis of what is and what may be. 
What is, we know. It is here before us, a country on 
which the discontented eyes of other nations rest with envy. 
Have not all these tried, in a more or less degree, the principles 
on which Democracy bases its sophistical theories? Ycsl Un- 
qualifiedly yes, we answer. That is fact, and fact stands firm 
before the onslaught of visionary theory. Then would it be 
wise, even logical or consistent with common sense — and that 
is the essence of properly formed opinion — to make a radical 
change --so radical a change as the Democrats advocate— in 
the policy of the government, while the fact remains untouched, 
unharmed by jiolitical demagog ism, that the conditions of 
commerce, trade and labor were never more favorable?

It is 
the head dejKirtmcnt on which all other branches depend. It is 
the factory, wc the distributors. If the factory goes wrong, wc will 
all go wrong. That is the sum ami substance of it. It is all 
very well to listen to seductive plausibilities, but it may not be 
so well to accept as fact, what is mere theory, framed in the 
scheming brains of ambitious men to win personal power. 
Every man dreams of wealth. Diogenes has no place in this 
century. But dreams do nut give us food, raiment, shelter! 
Is it nut better then, that as men, we say: “It's pretty, this, the 
picture you paint, hut after all, it's only a bit of imagery, an 
idyllic scene, but too ideal to be anything more substantial 
than the ‘baseless fabric of a vision?’* 1 Wc think so at any rate.

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THE \V£R CORRESPONDENT. 



'J'HK narrative of the war correspondent it very 
greatly the history of the war. Hit graphic 
descriptions impress it indelibly. War history 
would generally be most monotonous reading, 
and much lest accurate at to truth and detail, 
but for the exact and faithful manner In which these 
onerous and dangemns duties are performed, and 
in the face of almost unsurmoun table obstacles at 
times. The reader of the great dailies, os he scans 
“ the latest from the teat of war," over his eggs and 
coffee In the morning, little realises what of danger 
or fatigue or desperate risk arc modestly hidden in 
the lines of the terse and vigorous account tying 
before his matter-of-fact eye. Still there are com- 
pensations. The life possesses n fascination beyond 
control. He is an integrant part of the great 
machinery of war, bloodshed and destruction, bnt 
not of it ; a non-combatant, a recorder of facts only, 
but a witness of the greatest of all dramas pre- 
sented to the eyes of man— dramas in which the 
fiercest of human conflicts move before his cool, 
analytical eye, as the changing scenes of the theatre 
shift before the dramatic critic, his lesser prototype. 
His the duty to calmly judge of victory or defeat, 
his the hand that sends tidings of joy or inflicts 
messages of sorrow. 

Truly a great mission. 

The war correspondent was a fixed quantity 
years before the great civil strife, but it was left to 
the sur|>assing energy and almost superhuman 
activity and enterprise of the American, to living 
this species of journalism prominently before the 
ryes of an admiring world. Hitherto the nun-com- 
batant correspondent at the seat of war had been, 
with very few exceptions, a mere reporter stationed 
at headquarters, not an actual analytical observer. 
His methods, conqared with those developed by bis 
American brother later, were relatively as the Mail 
is to the Telegraph, os the slow ponderous Dilig- 
ence is to the Steam Engine. He was rarely other- 
wise than utterly subordinate to military control, 
not an independent attache of the stuff ; his stand- 
ing was humiliating, something more or less in the 
nature of a military servant, recogniued in the light 
of a necessary evil, out-ranking a private, but very 
much lower than a commissioned officer. 

When the first gun was fired on Fort Sumter, 
and many millions of people stood on either side of 
Mason's and Dixon's line, preparing to enter into 
a conflict such as the world never saw before, the 
War Correspondent, the true, ideal andhistorical cor- 
respondent was born. The American newspaper was 
also just then beginning that career which has since 
placed it before the world as the type of journalistic 
enterprise and progress. At the “ First Battle of 
Bull Run,” the American newspaper man won his 
maiden spurs, and nobly did he wear them ever 
after. 

AH of the leading journals of the country im- 
mediately sent their representatives to the front.

little dreaming, however, that the "war assignment " 
would stand for four long years. Many of those 
who went in 1 86 1 were mere boys in all, save that 
spirit and courage, which afterward took them reck- 
lessly into many a desperate situation, and to death 
itself; but they soon matured in the smoke of tattle. 
From the first there was present in the breast of the 
correspondent a spirit of intense rivalry, that inestim- 
able factor of newspqicr success, and this quickly 
led to enviable class distinction and the greatest 
possible public appreciation and approval. The re- 
ports of generals were always necessarily slow in 
coming to the people ; tliose of the correspondent 
reached the reader of his paper often while the 
fateful battle was still raging and before the echo of 
the last volley of musketry had died away, or the 
final desperate charge had been made, his report 
told of victory woo or dire defeat. 


As time rolled by, the judgment of the corres- 
pondent ripened with experience and his ever-present 
desire to excel caused him to Ireomc a far-seeing 
student of facilities for the sure and rapid transmission 
of news and illustrations, and his equipment was 
therefore of the very best. His main reliance was his 
horse, and the best that money could buy was his, 
and his camp equipage though light was always 
serviceable. Attached to the pervm of the staff 
correspondent there was always one sut ■ordinate, 
ami sometimes two or three other diligent news 
gatherers and messengers attended him. It was 
the duty of these men tooliey orders and report their 
information to him. He then rapidly prepared 
his reports which were forwarded to the nearest tele- 


graph station. The correspondent was obliged to 
study the topography of a country carefully, with a 
view to its newspaper possibilities. He must know 
where the wires were working ami where not, or 
important new s might fail of transmission and tong, 
dangerous rides were rendered useless. He must 
keep well posted as to the lines of the enemy or 
his paper got no dispatch and the consequences to 
himself liecame much more serious 

But let us take a luck ward stride of more than 
a quarter of a century to the last year of the struggle.

He is cool, 
calm, iiouihalunt. His the same danger, but 
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thought of danger nvmcj rarely to him. The man 
U loat in the correspondent. He chAts with thr 
general in hia tent for « minute or two, ami i> 
eagerly questioned when he emerge*. Such infor- 
mation it authentic. The commander may jay hut 
little hut the impression it conveys to this trained, 
acute brain is wmething else. A smile, a shrug of 
the shoulder*, a nod, a joke maybe, only, yet the 
man who stands before him forms his own conclu- 
sions, and while wearing the mask of belief, Kjw- 
rates the truth from evasion or denial, ami the 
sentences of his dispatch have arranged themselves 
in coherent form, before the Iasi question has been 
put and answered. It is then “good-night. 
General;" “Good-night, Mack," is the reply 
from those sententious lips which now nrc snllcd in 
sleep at Riverside, and if headquarters' wirrs are 
woe Icing, there is new* in the newspaper office, 
that to-morrow the lwttlr will be fought. 

In the saddle at " Reveille, " with the Muff. The 
battle is fought, closed with the sunset, or, mayhap, 
the tempest of shot and shell rages for days. Every- 
where, the correspondent . To sceoes of carnage 
he is inured. He is pitiful, but duty is pitiless. 
The story of to-day must be told to-morrow ; it » ill 
not wait, it will be no news the day after. Every 
accessible point is visited. Stories of the ilay's 
light gleaned from officers ami private* arr quickly 
winnowed and crystallized into credible ahape. 
The bullets ore whistling viciously and the cowards 
and the slightly wounded ore struggling lo the rear, 
but the correspondent is pushing his way nervily to 
the front. His place is on the spot, and unlt-s* 
stopped by serious misadventure, at the cod of the 
day he has before him, at he writes, a consecutive 
panorama of the day's eventful hntory. I-ong be- 
fore the General commanding has luegun to receive 
his reports, conscious perhaps of the day's main 
fortunes, but nothing more, the correspondent 



hat sent or carried C"lomn* of glowing, graphic, 
realistic description to the nearest “wire." and the 
editor that night Is saying to an assistant : “Let 
u* have something ilnul that. It looks 

like Grant would m in Vickilaij tn-mrerow, or 
neat day." 

But I write not of one but of many, though 1 have 
the Weal «ir»cs|*i«»irnt of the war in my mind, 
as I pen these word*. Ilia view eajxttitivc, unpre- 
judiced never clouded by partisanship or swayed by 
personal feeling, hisdanng unquestiiJiir^l, toe dec Irion 
quick and comprehensive, his ju,lgm.-ii| then fun- 
always listed an the actual. He ••tent" no imagin- 
ative iaIcs froin the rear, no rose-hued ha|vi of 
defeated general, no perversions fitted to political 
intrigue. Over hi* Scotch- Irish, monosyllabic 
signature one read the truth, fie was liked, he 
was hated, he was feared, Of those who liked him 
bett was he with whom he served most, to whom 
a nation haa erected an heroic statue which will 
sooei stand on the lofty Riverside drift. fit evidence 
of a nation's gratitude. 

It was thus, then, that the War rorres|<on>lent of 
the Civil War played his part, and no greater tribute 
or larger credit could lie given him than the 
adoption of the daring methixl* of the American 
War Correspondent by other* in foreign countries, 
many of whom have become celclwated characters. 
The same may be said as regard the journals for 
which they have laliored. Into them, likewise, the 
spirit of American enter] >ri*c was injected. The 
Russo- Turkish war Ixrought many celebrated char- 
acters to the fore. Among these may be mentioned 
McGahon who succumbed to the fatigues of that 
campaign, and Archibald forties whose experience* 
ami fame ate world- wide. But uf those who nude 
great name! forthcmselvesduringtlivCrvil War, there 


arc so many it would !*■ invidious to discriminate. 
Some are dead, but of the others many have ful- 
filled the promise of youth liy a life-work of the liest 
sort, in tfvc grinding mill of journalism. A few 
have Iwcunve owners or editors of great papers, and 
not least among the most noted of those who rode 
“through the valley of the shadow of death.” to 
supply the people with informal inn of the war's 
blcMMly progress, was the nominee of llie Republican 
party for Vice-President of the United States in 
this campaign, late Minister to France, and the 
influential Kditcn-iii-Chief of one of the greatest of 
American newsjupers, the Tribune. 1 need uot 
tell his name. 

While I write, there comes to nve one of those 
pathetic stories of the war to which ihe old veteran 
is ever fond of listening. It was tu!d to me by 
one whose body ha* served a* a target for many 
Southern bullets. He was an old man when he 
told me the tale, but when it ended, in hi (eye there 
glistened tears of sad remembrance. Ami this to 
what he told me : 

“ It was in ’62 I h.id been home, discharged, bflt 
after a little while the binging to he again at the 
front came over me and I rc-cnlisied, Jt was in 
the — th New York regiment. All the men were 
(mm the Northern port of the State and mode as 
line a lot of men a» you eonld liml in the army, and 
there was quite a sprinkling of “sets." On o*r 
way South we p»w»il through Baltimore, and woe 



held there two or three weeks. The second 
day after our arrival, there came strolling 
through the camp, whkh mi very near the city, a 
young lad of thirteen years. He was only ■ 
street waif apftarctilly, but a verv handsome boy — 
when the dirt had l«rru waahcil <dl h>» face. And so 
full of merry jokes, amt to bis other accomplish- 
ments was added that <>f being able to sing remark- 
ably well. He was not » vicious boy, sd. wc soon 
found out. He kept earning to c;i>np daily and was 
soon known liy twyhedv j even the officers took a 
great fancy to him. His name was Eddie lx>r>g. so 
he said. We were finally ordered away one July 
morning. I remember it very well became the 
heat was something dreadful that day. When wc 
arrived in Washington, what was our surprise to 
find that Eddie had <x»tnc with Us He had 
managed to smuggle klmseff aboanl mu> of the cam 
just os the train siart«l and the tnen bad Secreted 
him. Ill- had told us that he had neither father 
nor mother, and that his aunt with whom he lived 
treated biro very badly, so that we immediately 
concluded to idMt him into the pgunetit. He 
was made a in ember of the drum corps and soon 
wan master of the instrument. He really was 
the best drummer I ever heard. In the course 
of another few weeks we were ordered to 
the fiont. and joined the division to which 
wc were assigned. The hoy became even 
a greater favorite as the days ] Kissed by, ami 
seemed to enjoy the rough life of the soldier, He 
was utterly foulest, was with us through all the 
battles we were in, and hi* courage was remarked 
liy everyone. He had a very warm heart, too, and 
when thr men were sick would nurse them quietly 
and with the tctulcrnesa of a girl, lie had been 
with us nearly two years, and then came the terrible 
fighting at Gettysburg. The first day we took no part. 
It was on the second day that our regiment vra* in 
the charge up Missionary Ridge. The drum corps 
as usual was in the van. Of that marl fighting I re- 
ni<-mbcT little, as my right arm was hit early and 1 
went to the rear, but they told me afterward that 
Eddie felt almut half way up the hill. We were 
driven back, «,s you rememlter, hut charged again 
and again. That evening I received a message from 
a doctor to come over to a farm house, in which a 
tempurary hospital had been arranged ; I went, 
after seeking leave, and there I found the boy. I 
forgot to tell you that Eddie was in my company, 
and we hod slept and messed together. I had 
learned to love the lad almost as much ss 1 loved 
a little one, about his age. of my own, whum I had 


left behind me at home. Under my teaching, he had 
learned to read and write, and to almmkin many of 
his former wild ways. 1 taught him to pray and 
to recite ; he hade fair (o have excellent ability as an 
actor, and to hear him spout Shakespeare was Irre- 
stotably funny. Poor little fellow ! lie hail a 
wonderful perception of the beautiful, for a boy of 
his years and rude training, but strange to 
say, his favorite piece was the l*autiful p4ahn, 
“The Lord is my Shepherd.’* This he would 
repeat almost nightly, with beautiful pathos, just 
before we turned in. Rat. at 1 was telling you, 
I went to the hot pits! and there I found poor 
Eddie. A shot had struck him on the right shoulder, 
a minie bullet, and it hod torn and manglrd the 
boy's tender flesh in a terrible way. Beside him 



aat a swect-iaccd Sister of Mercy, into whose eve* 
the boy would look every now and then, wondcT- 
ingly. He had never known such womanhood, 
lie was only partly conscious when I entered, bat 
he knew me. They told me that he had called out 
my name incessantly in his agony. I spoke to him 
and he gradually became more conscious. 

The night came on fast while I sat watching and 
the moon had risen. While 1 prayed with him it* 
pale rays shone in at the window. Around us lay 
many on other wounded victim of the fight and 
their groans of anguish were heart -reeding, 
but 1 could take heed only of the 
little dying lad before me, for there was no 
hope. He had been silent for a long time, his hand 
in mine, anil the sister leaning tenderly Over him, 
when suddenly he said with a smile, “Uncle." as 
he always called me, “ I am going there." 
“Where, Eddie," said I, and then he looked up lov- 
ingly into my face and again he sax), “ Unde, have 
tbeysownded ‘taps’.''’ " Ves." I replied, “a little 

while ago.” “Well, Uncle, we must go to sleep 
and wc must not forget." Then he raised his 
head, his sweet young voice rang out clearly on the 
still air, the groan* were silenced r 

“The I-orii is my shepherd; he raakrlh me to lie 
down by the green pastures and leadeth me beside the 
still waters” Ilis voice gradually sank to a whii- 



per, as the words of the psalm fell from bis lips. 
The last few words were inaudible. His 
grasp on my hand relaxed. The Sister placed 
her hand on his breast, drew the covering over his 
face and crossed herself. Eddie had gone "there.” 
• • • 

Vtt, there were many such stories then, and 
what would have become of them, but for him who 
shared with the soldiers all their vicissitudes and 
ticca me their minstrel ? Whose hand would have 
saved to us all the pathos mod the humor, the tears 
as well os the smiles, of that dread time, had (he 
magic pen of the Woj Correspondent been missing ! 

And yet to him to whum we owe so much, the 
nation, the jieople, bos been ungrateful. To others, 
less worthy, statues stand in our papulous streets 
and beautiful parka No monament idealizes him, 
who should live in memory so lung as memory in 
man exists. He was a figure of heroic size . Tiling 
heroes. Eel the War Correspondent be fittingly 
honored !

The 
port is a difficult one, but her conception of it is 
delightfully pleasing. It goes without saying that 
she looks the queen. But she acts the woman 
without forgetting her royalty. All the grief, all 
the bitterness, and all the appaling sorrows of 
A JfWnw’/ life, sre strikingly well portrayed. In 
the more pasaionatc scenes, where the queen 
denominates the woman. Madame Modjeska 
loses none of her intensity and forcefullness, although 
she acts with much lest vehemence than most 
leading actresses would consider necessary to the 
|>ort. She is original, too, for the accepts none of 
the part's traditions. She makes of A'atkannt, a 
woman whose heart has luren broken, whose life 
has been rained, yet she is always a queen. It is 
a high compliment to Madame Modjeska that Urge 
audiences watch her perforntaitcc with that Intense 
interest which does not require applause at inap- 
propriate times to demonstrate it. 

The company is not quite up to the standard 
made by Madame Modjeska in the title role, 
although Mr. Skinner turpriies his best friends as 
A’<V Iltnry VIII. HU work is good- Mr. 
l^aoc play* IfWsey with much force, but is handi- 
capped by certain disagreeable mannerisms. 
Messrs. Carter and De Cordova were exception- 
ally painstaking in their parts as the l>ukt of ,\Vr-

She U 
winning, has a very pretty figure, and make*, as 
usual, a great deal out of her part. But if I may 
be permitted to make a suggestion to so finished 
and accomplished an actress, I would submit to her 
polished judgment, that a young girl of Miss 
kehan’s physsque, would scarcely walk or run with 
the short mincing step she uses } By this too evident 
desire to add ynuthfulness of appearance to her 
part. Miss Kchan destroys her own grace, and her 
movements ap]>ear anatomically incongruous. Miss 
Adelaide Prince has a very pretty part in which slie 
appears to much advantage. Messrs. Hour- 
chier snd Herbert contribute successfully to the 
piece, and the stage setting is handsome and 
effective. It seems a pity, however, that the author 
has lessened the tone of the first two acts in the 
last. What has been quiet wit and easy action 
liefore, drops into rather low comedy at the end. 

• y^T Palmer’s Theatre, "The Masked Ball," with 
Mr. John Drew, and pretty Miss Adonis in the 
title roles, is receiving deserved appreciation. The 
play w ill certainly have a large measure of success. 
The company is excellent, and Mr. Drew Is cer- 
tainly to lie congratulated on his debut as a star, 
in a piece so well calculated to display his pecular 
and varied personalities, and in a port which give* 
full scope to bis remarkable genius.

It was very doubt- 
ful, or at least seemed so at first, whether "Purit- 
nnia” would take with the public, but that lime is 
now over, and Miss Hall and Miss Louisa Hcaudct 
are now gaining much success, ami what is more to 
the purpose, the box office wears a much more dc- 
cided air of content. 


'J'HF.RF. has lieen some little adverse criticism of 
the French dancers in the “Black Crook,” 
which is still drawing immense audiences at the 
Academy. White I consider all such performances 
as these dancers give out of place, except on the 
stage of a variety theatre, what there is to complain 
of on the score of immodesty on the part of the French 
women, I cannot clearly understand. Their dancing 
is simply another phase of high kicking. Their dis- 
play of drajierv is no more lavish than that made by the 
girls who sing “ta-ra-ra," and the exhibition of 
their nether extremities is ever so much less start- 
ling than is given by even Miss Collins. Considered 
from an artistic standpoint, these girls arc aero- 
batic dancers of much merit and deserve no more 
adverse criticism than has been given to others who 
appeared before New York audiences. There 
must be either personal spite, or a desire to give 
advertising to the theatre, at tbe bottom of this 
censure. It is certainly very unlikely that the 
French dancers will “be withdrawn.”

“DOES HILL MEAN TREASON?*’ 

T HE following from the pea of Col. John A. Cockcrill is a 
most interesting review of the democratic situation in 
New York: 

It grows more apparent as the days go by that the seventy- 
two representatives of the democracy of New York who 
solemnly proclaimed in Chicago last June that (jrover Cleve- 
land could not cany the State again knew just a little bit of 
what they were talking about. The indorsement of Judge 
Andrews, the republican nominee for Chief Justice of the Court 
of Appeals, by the Democratic State Committee has imparted 
a shock to Cleveland'* intimate manager*, and a cry of “treason” 
has gone forth. There is a fresh burst of *' harmony " of the 
kind that distinguished the cats of Kilkenny. 

One influential organ of Gray Gablctsru charges a combination 
between Hill and Platt in the indorsement of Andrews. It is 
assumed that this policy of reciprocity is sagaciously designed 
to furnish a cover for the friends of Hill through the state who 
mean to knife Cleveland There are hints of betrayal of 
party trust on the part of Murphy’s State machine, and direct 
charges that Hill's faction destroyed Cleveland in 1888 and that 
it proposes to do the same thing now. All this will, of course, 
tend to heal the political wounds of the State democracy and 
intensify the lingering love for Cleveland of the democrats who 
saw their regular organization set aside, derided, condemned 
and despised at Syracuse last May by the bolters brought to- 
gether by Grace in the interest of the claimant. A man must 
be a poor politician indeed who cannot realize what the cruel, 
relentless warfare begun upon David B. Hill by Cleveland and 
his follower* Uu»t Spring portends. 

As a matter of fact the indorsement of Judge Andrews is 
only following the precedent establishment by the republicans 
when they indorsed Judge Earl a few years ago, And it is a 
good policy, because it tends to lift the judiciary out of the mite 
of politics, dignities it and ennobles it But just now it doe* 
not happen to serve the purpose of the eminent reformers who 
are leagued in the interests of Mr. Cleveland. 

The alleged Democratic: |»arty bad scarce concluded its 
celebration of the ferocious victories obtained in Georgia and 
Florida when it was called upon to jubilate over the alliance 
formed in Minnesota between the Socialistic party, headed by 
the agrarian Ignatius * lonnelly, and the supporters of Cleveland. 
By tin* deal the Democrats expect to obtain four electors, but 
in joining hands with the so-called populists they have revealed 
tlieir utter lack of character and principle. By this act in 



Minnesota the party finds itself not only in alliance with pro- 
nounced free traders, but free sil writes, inflationists, cranks and 
jttternalists, who seek to turn the United States Treasury into a 
pawn-broking establishment. 

To give aid and encouragement to these misguided people 
i* to practically favor revolution, and there is not an honest 
business man or property holder who will not feel alarmed by 
the renewed evidence of the tendency of the Democratic party 
to ally itself with all. the dangerous and disreputable elements 
of the country. Mr. Cleveland stand* now for Calhounisrn and 
sectionalism in the South, socialism in the Northwest, ami 
Tammanyism in the East A great many descent people will 
feel railed ujwm to dislike him for the friend* he has made. 

The sad wail of poverty which comes from the National 
Headquarters of Mr. Cleveland’s party may excite sympathy, 
but it should not produce tears. It is the policy of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s party to ap|>ear as the friend of the p«xir, the oppressed 
and the heavily burdened. For it to assume to have money 
would be a painful evidence of National prosperity. Hence 
the affectation of impecuniosity. As a matter of fact, the 
millionaire* and plutocrats who are seeking to advantage their 
fortunes by the rehabilitation of Cleveland, have all the money 
they require. The Republican party should not relax its efforts 
upon the theory that it is confronted by an army of beggars. It 
is the fixed policy of the Clevelandites to create the imprearion 
that they are financially distressed in the hope that they may be 
ignored. 

Registration throughout the State indicates that there is not 
so much ap..thy a* was supposed to exist. People are not 
excited over the pctsonality of the candidates, but they show an 
interest in the issues and they will be at the polls on the 8th of 
November. This is a thinking and not a shouting campaign. 

A striking contrast between the standard bearers of the two 
parties is presented now — the one watching patiently, silently, 
sorrowfully beside the bed of his stricken wife; the other con- 
sulting, scheming, counselling with and pledging himself to 
political brigands who in their live*, record* and aims give the 
lie to his every pretence of superior character and reformatory 
tendency . — .Yew York Htrald.

**THE declaration of the Democratic Convention 
at Chicago in favor of a tariff for revenue 
only was as unqualified as it was unexpected It 
contested in* only the economical expediency of 
protective duties, but the constitutions! competence 
of the Legislature to impose any duties whatever foe 
any other purpose or to any greater extent than 
might he requircrfto meet the ordinary charges of 
government. Tbi* policy, if fairly and 1 ogically 
earned out, it not to Ac distinguished from fret 
trod* in the practical form ih which we are 
familiar wiik it. Absolute freedom of trade can- 
not be sai l to exist while any duties at all axe im- 
posed. But if “a tariff for revenue only” means 
anything, it means that the industries heretofore 
protected must tie left to stand or fall on their own 
merits From the rrotcctkinist point of view this 
ha* been described a* “a challenge to the pro- 
tected industries to a fight of extermination," and 
Mr. Harrison, in his letter of acceptance, indorsed 
this description. 

But, though some Democrat* do not shrink from 
the issue as thus defined, Mr. Cleveland appears to 
doubt whether it would be safe to go so far. His 
language Is not to be easily reconciled with the 
broad principles laid down in the Chicago Platform. 
“We wage no exterminating war," he says, 
"agabiM any American interests. We believe that 
a readjustment can be accomplished in accordance 
with the principles *c profess without disaster or 
demnlitioa. We believe that the advantages of 
freer raw material should be accorded to our manu- 
facturers, and we contemplate the fair and careful 
distil hut inn of the necessary tariff burdens rather 
than the precipitation of Free Trade.” These 
soothing assurances wind up with the declaration 
that “the spectre of impossible Free Trade” will 
not frighten the American electorate into voting 
against the Democratic party.

La Grange, utunig Brij.- 
Gen. of the United Stole* farem, It was the U«t 
cofigcaicnl of the war between regular orgintjed 
fotces ar.d was fought on the tilth uf April, 1S65. 

Gen. Lee had already surrendered on the blo» 1 y 
field ii( Appmjttfti, but in those days news didn't 
travel very fo«. ami these two comniauds were not 
aware ®f the surrender. Brig. -Gen. R.C. Tyler, 
with a gallant littV grr>«p of confederates, held the 
fort at It cst Point. Col. la Grange, with about 
three thousand seven hundred union soldiers, came 
down upon the fort early in the morning. The 
light liegan. Gen. Tyler was himw.lf killed, *up- 
jxised to have been shiyj by ar* Indian from Dr. 
Gfigg’s resnknoe. 

1 he command of the forces then devolved upon 
CoL F atm in, who had been Sent there from com- 
riiand tlw prison at Andcrvmville. A more gal- 
Unt leader never tank up a fight than Fannin, and 
with instruct unit from headquarter* to hold the 
fort at aK hazards he started into the battle not a 
Ml daunted by his small numbers. 

Tlie fiijht rolled high. The federal* came nearer 
a* the day sj>cd by, and about tbr«w o'clock in the 
after n» in things were red hot around the fort. It 
was Sunday, but those few confederate* worked 
over their muskets as never men worked before. 
Volley after volley was poured into the ranks of 
those federal*, toil they returned the fire with as 
much determination as it su given and broke in- 
to the piiMiufcc* with ovrrfwywering numbers. 

The jig was up and Fannin, heave and gallant to 
the last, ordered up the flag of truce. While the 
fedcrals were filing in Charles Montgomery uf the 
confederate Land fired several shots at them and 
was aiming hi* mush* -I again when CoL F ennui 
threw it up, exclaiming as be did so : 

" My Cod, naan, rlon’l shoot t We have sur- 
rendered and they will massacre us all as assassins 
if vow shoot them. " 

The bullet went whirring through the ceiling, 
and it was thus that the last shot of the war wu 
fired. 

Sixty-four men were surrendered by Fannin, and 
shortly after this it was learned that General Lee 
had surrendered, and so this was the last battle 
between the forces CoL I.s Grange, alter a hotly 
contested fight, was given the fort. His horse had 
been shin from under him in the engagement.

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TAMMANY NEPOTISM. 

Tammany is a rut, imperial autocratic family of 
officeholders. Nearly all of the Tammanyitea on 
the city's pay relb are family relations amt connec- 
tions of Czar Croker, Sheehan, Gilroy, Purroy, 
Grant and Company. The relationship is from near 
family kinship to cousinsliip of near and remote 
degrees. This family officeholding autocracy fills 
all the departments, including the Police and Fire 
Departments, and even the Bureau of Education. 
It is almost impregnable, and advancement to those 
in the service of the city is nigh impossible unless 
they belong to the Tammany autocracy. Tammany 
not only educates its relatives at the expense of the 
people, but it keeps them on the pay rolls and makes 
the people pay twice over for them while they are 
(•ring educated. 

That is, Croker, Gilroy and the rest of the Tam. 
many royalists appoint their relatives on the pay 
rolls while they are learning other occupations. 
Gilroy, Tammany’s candidate foe Mayor, has his 
two sons placed on the pay roll of the Tammany 
Corporation Counsel's office, and while they are 
learning the profession of the law elsewhere, they 
arc at the same time being paid salaries from the 
dry treasury. 

The Gilroy cose is but one of many hundred* of 
like instances of Tammany autocracy. Czar Croker 
comes Tint and foremost in the list with his family 
on the pay rolls of the city. The immediate mem- 
bers of his family number almm twenty-five, while 
those of more remote relationship are almost in- 
numerable as the clans of Rome in the days of 
RicnzL Cwr Croker, ft b said, has had no other 
occupation than Tammany officeholding since he 
■platted the employ of the Harlem River Railroad 
roundhouse thirty years ago. 

Those of his honest fellow workmen whom he knew 
then, be knows t»o longer. His Tammany eleva- 
tion has made him so proud and arrogant that he 
would not notice, much less speak to, one of them 
now. He began hb officeholding career as an en- 
gineer in the paid Fire Deportment, ami has con- 
tinued in U ever since. Only twice has he been 
elected, and then by fraudulent votes— once as 
Alderman on a district ticket, and once a* Coroner 
on a Tammany -County ticket. Among the relat- 
ives whom he maintains on the city pay rod, is 
George Croker, his brother, who has been a Tam- 
many officeholder twenty-five years. He is now 
clerk of a court which he ha* not been near for a 
year, although drawing pay from the city treasury 
ail the time. Another brother, John Croker, has 
been on the official pay roll for years. 

Czar Croker ha* had all his brothers-in-law 
placed on the Tammany pay roll. Dr. Jenkins, 
one of the number, late Deputy Coroner, is Health 
Officer of the Port, at ft z.ooo a year, Samuel F.. 
Warren, formerly of Third Avenue and Thirty-third 
Street, another brother-in-law, is a Tammany Chief 
Clerk, at #2,500. Like others, he has been In 
office twenty-five years almost continuously, begin- 
ning as a clerk for the B>wrd of Aldermen in 1870, 
when Croker was an Alderman. 

McCann, another brother-in-law, had the City 
Hotel in Central Park given to him by Tammany 
free of rent because of his Croker relationship. 
Czar Croker*s nephews are Captains in the Fire 
Department, and he has a long list of other family 
kinsmen and kinswomen in other departments. A 
short time ago C. C. Collins, a relative of Mrs. 
Croker, was jumped to the Captaincy of the Pork 
police because of the Croker relationship. 

The Sheehan family, who are distantly related to 
the Crokers, muster strong on the Tammany pay 
roll. Office holding and office getting are all they 
are after. John C. Sheehan, formerly of Buffalo, 
was brought here and appointed in the Aqueduct 
Commission. Now he is a Tammany Police 


C<wnmiwtuner. Hb brother b Tammany’s Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. His cousin, Cornelius Hickey, is 
also an officeholder, ami there are lots of other 
Sheehan relatives fattening on public money. The 
Purroy family, thanks to Czar CrokeT, has the fol- 
lowing, among other member* on the Tammany 
pay roll ; 

Henry D. Purroy, Fire Commissioner and Tam- 
many candidate fur County Clerk ; a brother Chief 
in the Fire Department, another brotheT City Mar- 
shal. a brothrr who is an officer in the Police De- 
portment and listen who are school teacher*. In 
fact, all the Purroy family are Tammany office- 
holder*, and have Iwen for years. 

There is Jimmie Martin, Police Commissioner, 
and hi* brother Ramey, Deputy Commissioner of 
Public Works, and yet other memliers of the Martin 
family on thcTammany jay roll. The family relative* 
of the notorious Tom Walsh, leader of the Sixth Ward 
Dead Rablut*. and Tammany Dock Master, are all 
officeholders, including nephew*, nieces, and manv 
other*. 

The Walsh family have had no occupation other 
than nfficcholding since their arrival in New York. 
They have no record as American patriot*, and are 
'• Democrats for revenue only.” Big Tom Bren- 
nan's {Tammsnv’* B-w* Street Sweeper, at #6,000 
a year) are all on the Tammany pay roll, to the 
number of thirty. They have not been off of the pay 
roll for twenty years, or since Brennan was a 
Keeper at the Morgue. 

Even hb father-in-law, O'Callaghan, b an ex- 
officeholder. F-x-Firc Commissioner Johnny Blair, 
Tweed’s "pal," is in a Tammany office, and also 
all hb other relatives, including hb brother-in-law. 
Captain Thompson. They have never I wen any- 
thing else but Tammany officeholder*. The write is 
a* true of Gilroy os it is of Court Clerk Tom Boese, 
Police Judge Paddy Driver, Judge Welds, Judge 
McMahon. Judge Clancy, Judge Freedman, Con- 
gressman Campbell, F.xcbe Commissioner Koch, 
District Attorney Nicolls, Judge Martine, Coro 
grew man Dunphy, Police Inspector McAvoy, 
Police Inspector Conlin, ex-Superintendent Murray, 
ex-Fire Chief Shay, John Scannell, and all the 
Tammany Police and Civil Justices, Aldermen and 
all the chiefs of Tammany . — Commtrtial Ad-

Hobart C. Taylor presided, ami one of the (ir*t 
thing* he did after taking the chair was to deny, 
with a marked show of feeling, the cruel rumor 
that he had conducted prejwraltonv for the ball in 
the interests of the Chicago Brotherhood of Journey- 
men Tailors. He had been inspired by patriotic 
motives only. “ If," says he, “ 1 have labored in 
behalf of the low-neck dress and claw-hammer 
coat, it has been because I saw that by these 
agencies the dignity of Chicago would be con- 
served.” 

Mr. Reginald de Koven, Secretary of the 
Council, reported that a communication had been 
received from Mr. H. N. Higinbotham, Chairman 
of the Way* and Means Committee. In thb com- 
munication Mr Higinbotham uid that, having done 
with the vexatious details of letting out the popcorn, 
root-beer and peanut concession*, he had been 
studying the dresa-suit question, and had made up 
his mind that there would be money to the Colum- 


bian Exposition in renting drets'tuits to patrons cf 
the lull and in admitting nobody to the ball who 
had not rented one of these dress suits. As he 
figured it, s like profit could be made on evening 
toilets for Ladies.

After due discussion Mr. Higinbotham's letter 
was referred to the Committee on Plain QuadriBca, 
and that ended the matter, af course.

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THE PRESIDENT AND THE ELECTION. 
\*/HILE the President accepts the decision of the election 
* * with entire respect, he is a man of too firmly established 
principles to change his views without personal conviction. He 
has studied the tariff question very deeply and believes the pro- 
tection system is (test suited to maintain the at present extraor- 
dinary prosperity the United States enjoys— a degree of pros- 
j>frity accentuated by the comparative business depression in 
competing nations abroad. He is profoundly grateful for the 
manifest sympathy displayed by the people and the press 
throughout the land during his recent distress and bereavement. 
The generous compliments paid him as a citizen and a husband 
by the political newspapers opposed to his Administration have 
also been received with deep satisfaction and appreciation. 

The President expresses indignation over various publica- 
tions of what purported to be expressions of his views. He has 
been made to criticise Chairman Carter, Senator Quay, William 
Wirt Dudley, and others. All of these stories are untrue," said 
General Harrison, and he gave directions to Colonel Halford to 
say this to all who made inquiries concerning the stories. The 
President is preparing his message. He has only three weeks 
for that work, anil most of bis time until the assembling of Con- 
gress will be devoted to this his probably last State paper. 

It may be stated that the President docs not propose to go 
into retirement, but he will, so long as his present vigorous 
health continues, lal»or in his beloved profession of the law. 

RESTRICT IMMIGRATION. 

T HAT Congress will have to adopt some means of restrict- 
ing immigration so as to cut off the elements which have 
been so baneful to this country' must now be realized by the 
leading representatives of both (tarries. Nothing has contrib- 
uted so much as unrestricted immigration to labor troubles, 
strikes and lawlessness in this country. The cheapest laborers 
of Europe have poured in here by the hundreds of thousands to 
take the work at starvation wages of our own people. This 
has proved ruinous to workingmen. 

The first duty of a nation is to its own people. The United 
States will fail in that duty unless it checks in some way the 
wholesale coming of that class of aliens whom Kurojic docs not 
want, and is eager to get rid of. There is no room here for 
the worthless hordes who are not wanted in their own country 
and are no good anywhere. 


HOWLING FOR FREE TRADE. 

T*HERE is a general cry from the business men'of the coun- 
■ try to go slow in tinkering with the tariff, but among the 
prominent Democratic political leaders it seems to be the 
consensus of opinion that the party should lose no time in giv- 
ing the people what they voted for. The following, taken from 
a speech of Henry Watterson, is a typical sample of demo- 
cratic expression : 

“ If I were a Republican I should feel to-night very 
like the gentleman who. returning from his dub, suddenly found 
his way blocked by a tree. He receded ami took another 
angle, but with the same result. Finally, when this hail hap- 
pened three or four times he folded his arms, sat down upon 
the curbstone, and in despairing tones exclaimed : “ Lost in an 
mpenctrablc forest. 

There is no double meaning to the vote of Tuesday. It 
sounds the dcath-kncll of the protective system. The robber 
baron in his castle hears it, and amid the cheers of emancipated 
labor he is preparing to meet the inevitable. The money-ruler, 
a bully always, yet ever afraid of his shadow — and no wonder, it 
is so hideous — has been knocked speechless and can only gasp 
for breath. The sham heroes and mock patriots who, making 
scarecrows and plucking pigeons, and discovering rebels and 
traitors in impossible ptaces,havc driven so brisk a business pur- 
suing the old flag and a pension, already see their occii|>ation 
gone. The able statesmen and lawyers, who found such an 
astonishing likeness l>ctwccn the IK'mocratic tariff plank and 
the Confederate Constitution, have awakened to a knowledge of 
the fact that it was not the Confederate Constitution, but the 
Constitution of the United States that was referred to, and that 
has been vindicated by the people at the (Kills.'' 

THE CAUSES. 

'T'HE result of the election is scarcely one for which the 
* national committee is responsible. Causes altogether 
beyond its control brought about the defeat of the Republican 
ticket. Local issues and various complications worked against 
the Republican party in many States, notably in Connecticut, 
Illinois and Wisconsin. In the two latter States the school 
question caused heavy Republican losses. The feeling aroused 
among Western farmers against the McKinley law was an im- 
portant adverse factor. The alliance between the Democracy 
and the discontented and socialistic dements west of the Missis- 
sippi was an utter surrender of every principle that the Demo- 
cratic party has ever proclaimed, but was effectual in bringing 
temporary disaster to the Republican party.

suggestion* of an extra session of the Fifty-third 
Congress March 4 next. There is something 
more in it than Frank Joseph's Chicago convention 
refrain : 

" Grover, Graver,

Ont they p* : 

Then wr’ll bt in clew.” 

It means that the Democratic rank and hie are 
certain to be eager to enter upon the work of 
destructive legislation. The political iconoclasts 
wish to at once lay their hands upon the Nation's 
idols. Among the immediate consequences of the 
verdict at the poll* iIm- strung prulnlnlity of the 
Fifty-third Congress being called in extra session 
immediately after inauguration is already discussed 
here. An extra session of the Senate is always 
called at the beginning of a new administration to 
confirm the Calwnct officers and the new diplomatic 
representatives of the L’nitcd Stales abroad. Hut 
the present elect inn having turned on question* 
of domestic policy it is obvious to experienced 
political leaders of all parties that an extra session 
of both House* of Congress will almost inevitably 
result. Secretary of the Treasury Foster, among 
others, admits this. The country, he says, 
challenged the judgment of the Republican* on the 
McKinley bill, and the result must lie accepted os 
the will of the people that a different policy shall 
be pul into effect. Ex-Sccrctary bayard writes to 
a friend here to like effect, adding that the people 
will expect this to he done without unnecessary de- 
lay. 

There it is. Grover Cleveland will not like this. 
But he ha* learned something in the campaign. It 
pleased the Mugwumps that they could have for 
their shibboleth, "Cleveland is greater than hi* 
party." But the alliance* of Cleveland now arc 
with the Tammany Hall wing of the party which 
has dneie the work, and the prediction is made that 
the Mugwump element will receive little con- 
sideration in the coming administration. Grover 
will reward hi* most efficient allies. These arc 
some of the considerations which ! know arc to- 
day subjects of grave concern to the more con- 
servative of the Democratic leaders In appealing 
to anarchy they have nva<k- a leap in the dark. — 
F- B, \V., in Chieag# lnt/r-Oceaa. 

I'D-DAY Kenan's "Life of Jesus" is more a 
brilliant memory than a potent influence. 
There h»* been a movement away from it in two 
directions. Agnosticism, rationalism, scepticism — 
whatever lie the term by which religious unbelief 
may preferably be designated — no lunger relic* ujwn 
the destructive logic of Renan. The German 
school, led by flaucr and Straus, adopted some of 
the Frenchman's Ideas and carried them out with 
much less popular effect, iiwlee.t, Imt also with far 
deeper and more vigorous processes. Renan's 
strength as all opponent of faith was at the same 
time his weakness. Defenders of the old views had 
no difficulty in convincing thoughtful readers that 
there were innumerable vulnerable points in the 
fascinating I'orisian's armor, by mingling science 
and history with romance lie gained readers, but 
lost disciples. A profound critic once remarked 
that the style of Gibbon's ‘‘Decline and Fall of the 
Roman Empire" was a style 10 which it was 
impossible to tell the truth. Some such feeling lia* 
operated to discredit the "Vie de Jesus" as an 
anti-Christian polemic.

^ CELEBRATED artist speaks os follows of the 
perfect limb : The knee must be firm, slender, 
dimpled and pink. It mutt not project in the 
least. The *kin must be of fine texture, and of 
warmer tint than the rest of the leg. below, the 
leg must round out, not too suddenly, to the calf. 
The calf should he as lug round as is the neck. 
From the calf the leg should taper promptly to the 
ankle. The ankle should be twice as large round 
a* tbe wrist. It should be round ; that is, 
it should be small from the front a* well as from 
the tide- Many ankle* that are small from the 
front arc broad and Ait from the side.

It is apparent 
to every thoughtful mind that Tammany has reached its climax. 
From this time heuceforth the task of hammering it to pieces 
will he the pleasing occupation of every decent, honest citizen 
and taxpayer. 

T HE Nation greatly values a man as President upon whom 
it can rely. It wants to feel at all times that its wel- 
fare will be zealously guarded by a brave and strong man, who 
fully realizes the vast responsibility attaching to the power of 
the Presidency. When it finds such a man, the public learns to 
trust him. Americans arc not the frivolous and flighty people 
which some have represented them. If they had hcen, the Ci- 
vil War would not have restored the Union, specie payments 
would not have been resumed, and the public debt would not 
have been reduced as it has been. That same wise adherence 
to whatever is found safe and good, will go far to give the 
business man confidence in the stability of public affairs. 

A WORD ABOUT POST OFFICES. 

W E have a word of advice to offer to that army of aspiring 
Democratic crossroad statesmen which will invade 
Washington next March. 

The Postmaster General's department has control of 
some 60,000 small post -offices, and the President has the appoint, 
ment of about 3,000 more of these. These appointments have 
to be signed cither by the President or the Postmaster Genera], 
and a very simple calculation will go to show that the mechanical 
work involved in signing these commissions will require a con- 
siderable period of time. Unless some new method be pat- 
ented, therefore, the process of turning the rascally Republicans 
out and putting virtuous Democrats in their places will extend 
over a period of time. Wc would advise all patriotic office seek- 
ers then, when they go to Washington, to be prepared with suffi- 
cient of the wherewithal to wait long and patiently. The hotels 
and boarding houses of Washington arc not the most hospitable 
of places for impecunious statesmen. 
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CONCERNING PENSIONS.

The public has long been accustomed 
to the society's indifference to the widespread misery and 
notorious cruelty it is supposed to deal with, and to its prefer- 
ence for theatrical and otherwise sensational cases. But it was 
reserved for the parents of little Joe Militci, the Italian victim 
of last week, to learn that a prisoner once in the hands of the 
society is beyond the reach of ordinary legal process, and that 
for the purposes of the Geny Society the gates of justice are the 
gates of a rat-trap, opening inward, but not outward. — World, 
Nov. ao.

every way better equipped to deal with great affairs than he was 
when he first entered the executive mansion goes without say- 
ing. Then, however, he had fewer problems to solve, and a less 
exacting public expectation to satisfy. He could trust much to 
that spirit of generous allowance which «he amiability and good 
sense of the National character are so ready to extend to untried 
favorites. All now is changed. Two questions of momentous 
import stand upon the right and upon the left of the Presidential 
chair, as Mr. Cleveland takes it, demanding his attention ; ques- 
tions he cannot escape : questions upon the wise determination 
of which the success of his administration, and the character of 
his place in history, will depend. We refer, of course, to the 
tariff question and the money question.”

NO WARRANT FOR PARKHURST’S AGENTS. 

I\ RULE will be reported at the next meeting of the Board 
* * of police Justices which provides that hereafter war- 
rants shall be issued only to persons who arc authorized by law 
to execute the same. This rule will prevent agents of the Rev. 
I)r. Parkhurst's society from executing warrants as heretofore. 

The matter was brought to the attention of the Police Com- 
missioners by Superintendent Byrnes, who represented that the 
habit of issuing warrants to irresponsible persons ought to lie 
stopped. 

Dr. Parkhurst in shaking of the matter said: 

“This has been a fair and square fight all the way through be 
tween the people whom Suj>crintcndcnt Byrnes represents and 
the people we represent. I fully understand that when Mr. 
Byrnes suggested that change in the matter of issuing warrants 
it was a blow aimed at us. Mr. Byrnes ami his followers have 
no love for us, and without mincing matters I think I may say 
that we reciprocate the feeling heartily. 

* 1 am glad this charge has Itccn made, because it separates 
us and that influential part of the community we represent from 
those whom we wish to fight. And we shall go right on fight- 
ing them, too, and the more obstacles they place in our path 
the worse it will be for them, for we shall spare mi pains to put 
the public in possession of the facts. So that this fight which 
they arc making against us is going to strengthen our cause 
rather than weaken it.” 

A WORKINGMAN’S QUESTION. 

T HIS is pre-eminently a workingman's question. The sup- 
ply of labor in many sections of the country is even now 
in excess of the demand, and there is no danger to organized 
skilled labor so threatening as the unorganized labor of these 
immigrants from races who for centuries have been sustained by 
meagre food and meagre wages. But this is the least alarming 
feature of the pressing danger. Annually we spend millions to 
educate the masses, and yet admit hundreds of thousands of 
the ignorant and degraded whom we can never educate. There- 
fore, for every trained mind we produce wc are presented with 
another saturated with the densest ignorance, incompetent to 
understand our laws, to appreciate the blessings of our citizen- 
ship, or to comprehend the simplest elements of that political 
virtue which is indispensable to preserve them. 

Not only is this true, but the mass of pauperized alienage in 
constant association with our working classes merely by its evil 
example neutralizes and destroys the benign national results 
which it is the purpose of popular education to attain. The fear- 
ful object lesson habitually observed in the homes of degraded 
pauper aliens will infect our people with a kindred degradation. 

The United States to-day, by practically unrestricted immi- 
gration laws, is extending on invitation to all the governments 
of Europe to make us a vast receptacle for the most destructive 
elements among their people — the socialist, the anarchist, the 
deserter and the dynamiter. 

THESE ARE THE PLUTOCRATS. 

A VIEW of the fact that a large part of the stock in trade of 
Democratic speakers and newspapers in the past cam- 
paign consisted in the baseless assertion that the Republican 
party was the party of “ plutocracy," the dinner given to Mr. 
Cleveland by Millionaire and Railway Promoter Villard on 
Thursday night was rather an interesting event. 

Among the leading Democratic millionaires assembled to 
honor the candidate they had done so much to elect were Mil- 
lionaire William C. Whitney, Millionaire William R. Grace, of 
New York and Peru; Millionaire Don M. Dickinson, of Detroit ; 
Millionaire Henry G. Davis, of West Virginia; Millionaire Hugh 
C. Wallace, of Tacoma; Millionaire Brice, who ran Mr. Cleve- 
land's second campaign; Millionaire William Stemway, and 
Millionaire I>. S. Lament. It is clear that for this one occa- 
sion at least “Democratic simplicity" was thrown aside and that 
“Jeffersonian economy” was not regarded in providing the feast. 

Mr. Cleveland has, of course, a perfect right to dine with as 
many millionaires as he pleases, but a consideration for facts 
should lead Democratic papers to say less about Republicans 
being “ plutocrats " and “ monopolists.” The millionaires are 
far more prominent in the Democratic party than in the Re- 
publican.

|^OU ISE VON KOBEI.L, who is Frau von Kiscn* 
hart, has written a book of “Conversations 
of Dr. Ddllinger," lately translated into English, 
from which the Daily A Vtw, of London, has taken 
extracts. Driven into an inn by a shower, in one 
of their walks, he was greatly annoyed by the con- 
duct of some young men, who swore at the weather, 
smoked, amt called impatiently for l>ecr. 

“ Tohacon and alcohol arc demoniacal powers,*’ 
said IMllImger, half in jest ami half in earnest. 
“Smokers arc barbarians. * • • The eternal 
smoking of pipes and cigars by our forefathers 
doubtless helped to tiring about the short sight 
which hss now lxcnme hereditary in Germany. 
Tobacco smoking is live ruin of society awl of 
chivalrous conduct toward women." 

Talking of the German love of puhlic houses, he 
said : “ When 1 compare our young men with 
young Englishmen, what a difference I find ! How 
many spectacle-wearing, weakly, uncouth, manner- 
less youngsters I sec here, while it is a real pleasure 
only to look at the boys and students in England, 
so vigorous, healthy, well grown, clean and dis- 
inguished-looking in their attractive college dress. " 

At another time he said that if he were a legis- 
lator the first law he would introduce in Germany 
would be one for the protection of young girls. 
England awl America were, he said, in advance of 
Germany in the treatment of women. "For in- 
stance." he added, “I hardly think that an edu- 
cated Englishman would allow his wife to fetch him 
hi* boots, slippers, cigars, and newspapers, as do 
so many of our countrymen." 

When Frau von Eisenhart one day thanked him 
for a gift of a little book, he replied, •* There is 
an old proverb, * Let petit* cadcaux entretienment 
l’amitie.' Montesquieu applied it once very 
happily. He was at variance on some parliament- 
ary question with a gentleman of position and 
influence, but who was also somewhat bigoted. 

* I would stake my bead on it,' said the latter to 
Montesquieu ; * And I accept it gladly,’ Montes- 
quieu replied, * for trifling presents cement friend- 
ship.' "

THE BRUSSELS CONFERENCE. 

R. HENRY W. CANNON. President of the Chase 
National Bank, and Senator Jones of Nevada, who were 
among the American delegates to the International Monetary 
Conference recently held in Brussels, arrived here early in the 
week on the French steamer l.a Gascoyne. Concerning the 
conference Mr. Cannon has made the following interesting 
comments to a reporter of a leading New York journal: 

“ Great interest was manifested in the discussion by all the 
representatives, and the knowledge which was obtained of tbc 
monetary system abroad cannot fail to be of advantage to our 
country in regulating future legislation. There is no doubt that 
the manufacturers and the working men of Great Britain are 
suffering because of disturliance of trade with India atulthe Fast 
on account of the fall in silver ami the violent fluctuations in 
exchange. Mr. Rothschild's suggestion, that some of the 
Kuro|>can nations purchase silver, indicates that many people 
in England believe silver should he used in that country as a 
money metal. Of course, the suggestion was not acceptable to 
the United States, hut it indicates clearly the anxiety of many 
of the English people to restore, if jKissilde, the bi-mctallic 
ratio. 

“ The delegates from the United States at all times carefully 
protected its interests. The conference has clearly demon- 
strated that we should rej»eal the present silver purchase law, 
and if this course is taken the United States will then be in a 
position to protect itself and to negotiate on more equitable 
terms with gold countries. It is now generally believed in 
Europe that we will stop purchasing silver, ami will take such 
measures as will protect our gold reserves. 

♦* In the beginning of Lie conference Germany and Austria 
took very little interest :n the proceedings, but during the last 
few meetings the delegates said they would be very glad to con- 
aider any plan that might lie referred to their Governments by 
the conference." 

Mr. Cannon said that the conference had adjourned to give 
the new Administration in this country a chance to indicate it* 
policy and to allow the other Governments to consider the 
questions raised. A full report will lie ready within a few 
weeks. The proceedings were conducted in French and will 
have to he translated. 

Senator Jones says he is satisfied with what the conference 
has accomplishnd thus far. 
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THE HAWAIIAN DILEMMA. 

1 T is not such a surprising Tact that Queen I.iliuokalani has 
■ been deposed and a new provisional government set up in 
Hawaii. Nor is it but a natural result thereof that representa- 
tive delegates from that government should come to the United 
States to ask the latter to annex or to assume a protectorate 
over the islands. 

The natives belonging to the Hawaiian or Sandwich Islands, 
which form an archipelago in the Pacific ocean have been, (ar- 
ticularly during the past fifty years, incapable of decent self- 
government. These seven inhabited islands, of which Hawaii 
is the largest, arc supposed to have been (*opulated as far lack 
a* the ninth century, but they were discovered in 1769, by the 
famous traveler. Captain Cook. He found the islands divided 
into kingdoms, aggregating a population of 400,000. Strangely 
enough, and yet the reason for it is not shrouded in mystery, since 
the introduction of civilisation in the Hawaiian Islands the native 
population has decreased from 400.000 to 40,000. The early 
white visitors contaminated these island people with their vices, 
their intemperance and their vicious diseases. Thus the natives 
like our North American Indians have luren rapidly becoming 
extinct. In 1820 the first missionaries, coming from Boston 
with their families, reached the islands. They were cordially 
received and something like a dozen years later the queen- 
regent, Kaahumanu, ordered her subjects to throw away their 
pagan idols and attend the Christian Church. A little more than 
thirty years ago the American board of commissioners for foreign 
missions declared the Hawaiian Islands converted — that is to 
say — their churches were ministered by native pastors, their 
schools were flourishing and all their tabus and heathenish rites 
forgotten. The widows of dead missionaries, as well as some 
of the older living clergymen, were pensioned. Some of the 
missionaries returned to America or to new fields of evangelical 
work ; others remained to engage in professional or business 
pursuits. In the meantime. Honolulu, which had been selected 
as the capital on account of its harbor, had grown into a town 
of no small commercial imjior lance. The city to-day has over 
ao.coo inhabitants, of whii h about 6.000 arc natives. It is in 
architectural and social feat urest almost a typical American town, 
with such differences of environment as would arise from its 
tropical situation. The majority of its population is American 
or of American extraction. 

What is more significant than the fact that nicety-two per 
cent, of the entire trade of the islands is commanded by the 
United States ? American industry ami enterprise have made 
Honolulu the im|>ortant seaport it is to-day, and the Hawaiian 
government owes quite all its progressive and statesmanlike 
functions to American brains and persistence. 

Though thus far England has not thundered forth her inten- 
tion of confiscating Hawaii, there can be no doubt that she 
would delight in establishing “another Bermuda in the Pacific, 
to match the Bermuda of the Atlantic and to complete the 
hostile cordon around the republic.” 

The sagacious Mr. Stead has this to say in his Review of Re- 
views: “At the present time the United States has a thorough 
anil pleasant understanding with England that Hawaii is* to be 
regarded as rightfully falling to the United States, rather than 
to any other power. Germany and France fully concur in this 
view. None of the great |»owers would, at the present time, 
think of inter[>osing obstacles to any amour t of domination 
that the United States might seek to exercise in Hawaii. 
These are well-ascertained facts,” And again he says: “ But in 
preventing England from furnishing protection and facilities 
to commerce, it would be difficult for America to evade the 


responsibility of herself supplying all that was necessary, in the 
most efficient manner.” But Mr. Stead need pass no sleepless 
night* on that score. The United States government, l>eing 
earnestly and cordially invited to take Hawaii under its pro- 
tectorate, will do so in almost a paternal, certainly in an effi- 
cient maimer. The United States generally docs not do things 
by halves. 

Whether we really want or need the annexation of Hawaii 
is another question. The most respectable and sensible class 
of the island's inhabitants are extremely anxious to nestle under 
the wing of the American Eagle, and many of the leading men 
in this country favor it if for no other reason than as a measure 
which will prevent the islands from falling into the |*ossession 
of any European power. Such far seeing statesmen as the late 
lamented Mr. Blaine and Mr. Bayard have regarded Hawaii as 
indispensable to the naval and military security of the Pacific 
coast. It is easy to see that the pos.xe*sion of these islands 
by any other power, in their central mono(>uly of the intersec- 
tion of commercial routes at the only point of supply at a 
convenient distance from the Pacific coast, would constitute a 
menace to that coast, which would be intolerable. It is alto- 
gether too narrow-minded a view to take of the situation to say 
that the annexation of Hawaii would only result in complica- 
tions with other governments and be no great advantage to us. 
Let us give our protection to Hawaii now. even if we be so 
short sighted as to defer the annexation of Hawaii, which is the 
“ natural outpost in the Pacific of America's system of national 
defence, the safeguard of America's western commerce in the 
twentieth century, the station of our war ships, and the refuge 
of our merchant marine.” By all means let us interdict all 
attempts to make Hawaii a British stronghold for us to look at 
across the water from our western coast, in ihc pictorial lan- 
guage of Charles A. liana, ** as Spain looks from San Rogue to 
Gibraltar.” 

LUMBER IN THE NORTHWEST. 

S OME surprising figures have just been published anent the 
great lumber industry of the Pacific Northwest. They 
illustrate how bountifully that expansive region has been 
timbered. In Washington and Oregon there are over 1,000 
lumber and wood-working firms, representing a combined capital 
of nearly $30,000,000 and employing 75,000 men. The value 
of the product is in the neighborhood of $25,000,000 yearly. 
Ten millions of dollars are annually brought into these two 
States from foreign and domestic (Hunts in exchange for lumber, 
lath, shingles and other wood products. In Washington the 
cut of lumber for 1892 showed a large decrease over the pre- 
ceding year by reason of the fact that the building boom beginning 
in 1890 began to subside during the latter part of 1891. The 
cargo trade, however, during 1892 and the coastwise movement 
considerably increased, and the Eastern demand for rail ship- 
ments of lumber from Washington increased fully 20 per cent. 
According to indications this year's record will eclipse all others 
of the past in the commercial progress of the Pacific Northwest. 
The Puget Sound Lumberman estimates that the standing timber 
in the State of Washington amounts in round numbers to 413,- 
000,000,000 feet. In order to grasp the magnitude of these figures 
let the reader, in his mind's eye, imagine a solid train, 15,000 
feet of lumber to the car, stretching 154,000 miles, or six 
times around the earth, and then enough cars left to make a 
train stretching from Tacoma across the continent to the middle 
of the Atlantic. Or, taking 50 cars for a train, it would take 
542,000 trains to transport the standing timber of Washington. 

Out of the standing timber in Washington 41,300,000 cot- 
cages could be erected.

|T is really surprising what ijurer and sensational 
things people say in print — especially adver- 
tisers. Under the heading. “Help Wanted— Fe- 
males,” I recently culled from a New York Sun- 
day newspaper the following touching notice : “A 
blind lady as housekeeper for a blind man. Ap|dy 
to II. H. Hoggs, Room 12 , Crawford Hotel, l'ark 
Row.'* Jiow it is safe to observe that this unfor- 
tunate gentleman it not an extensive advertiser. 
He will probably not expend any considerable 
amount of money for that sort of publicity, but he 
certainty b a unique one. 

The mawkish sentiment displayed in some ml. 
vert be menu that we see nowadays is simply sick- 
ening, and we can read with scarcely more toler- 
ance the " smart Aleck ” and the “merry Andrew” 
quips perpetrated by certain commercial houses 
that employ these methods of attracting atten- 
tion. 1 do not dispute the intrinsic value of 
bright, terse or witty advertising, but even 
that may he sadly overdone at limes by one 
firm. The wish of every advertiser is to 
be taken seriously at hb word, [f therefore he 
fails to tomthut the reading public as to the worth 
and virtues of the merchandise he exploits he can- 
not reasonably expect any adequate returns for hb 
expenditure in advertising. First of all, he must 
rcmeinljcr that the public is no fool. Nor can he 
say as did a certain bumptious millionaire a few 
years ago: “The public be Public sym- 

pathy is easily and quickly aroused if the |«rupcr 
wheels be set in motion to that end. And there is 
no limit to public curiosity when it b once thor- 
oughly excited. I suppose Mr. Cunningham knew 
what he was about when he presented to the pub- 
lie gore a sizable placard on which was a photo- 
graph of a beautiful brunette woman, above whose 
shapely head ran the announcement “Maggie's 
Secret.” Naturally v«plc woodered what it 


meant. Some thought it the title of a new ami 
thrilling novel perha|>«. But no. It was an ad- 
vertisement of a patent soup invented by Mr. Cun- 
ningham, and the picture was that of his beloved 
wife whose familiar name is Maggie. A novel 
style of advertising indeed. 

* Epps of Cocoa fame always employs the two 
adjectives. Grateful ami Comforting to describe 
hb cocoa. He is said to have derived the idea of 
naming hb two charming daughters— Grateful 
and Comfort— from the habitual use of these 
»wds In his advertisement. 

Under the caption, “Silence is golden," an 
English firm advertises vt-callcd noiseless Imckcts, 
wash-bowls, coal-scuttles, etc., supplied with 
rubier fittings. 

Many an old proverb and aphorism Irak been 
Called into play by enterprising advertisers, and 
some of them archly para|)hra*e poetry in a man- 
ner that would make even the weeping Undid 
smile. This, for instance, b the liegiiuung of an 
advertbement of a piano store, that I noticed not 
long since In a provincial journal : 

A MAIDEN'S 

When the leaves begin to tarn. 

Then the girls begin to learn, 

What a lowly thing *t would be 
To bare their papa g» and see 
and buy one of those handsome pianos that have 
been coming from New Vork all last week.” 

Here is another, copied from the same paper r 
“ You can eat pie if it is made with Cottolenc in- 
stead of lard, and the pie will be betlcr." An- 
other sample of the ordinary " rural ad " j 
“ Spring, gentle spring." " Our spring robins are 
a little Ute, last spring styles of boots and shoes 
are around on time.” Then after a little more of 
this amiable, if barely intelligible, gush, follow 
the names of the dealers and the uuniWr of their 
establishment. A nsnnl. but deceptive and repre- 
hensible method of advertising, b to announce, 
for Instance, '* An Overcoat for Nothing,” and 
then, after a fulvicne eulogy of Ready Made 
Clothing, to qualify the original statement in s»mc 
such way as this : ** Our Fall amt Winter styles 
have arrived, and in order to thoroughly advertise 
our goods at the beginning of season, we haw 
marked prices at such a low margin above cost of 
manufacture that \rj purchasing now you can almost 
have jirice of overcoat.” 

Too many otherwise reputable firms engage in 
this cheap mode of verbally fashioning their ad- 
vertisements, when It would seem their own basi- 
net# acumen would be a safeguard against tnch a 
compromising recourse. There is either a false or 
true ring to every advertisement. 

Nothing con be offered in substitution for 
straightforward affirmation of fact. Twist and 
turn and distort the Queen’s English as you will, 
the ‘’true inn an Incss " b certain to show through 
your clever disguise. And the impressions formed 
try people of the character and quality of the 
article you advertise will largely, if not wholly 
depend upon the manner in which it b recom- 
mended. Sly.
